Extract from the Proceedings of the Government of Burma in the Police Department,--No. 1R.—9, 
dated the 29th August 1903. 


READ— 
Report on the Police Administration of Burma for the year 1902. 


RESOLUTION.—The report is considerably fuller than the one for the pre- 
ceding year and the Lieutenant-Governor has perused 
it with interest. The year may be regarded as having 
been on the whole a satisfactory one. Discipline and efficiency were well main- 
tained in both sections of the force. , 


General observations. 


2. His Honour considers. it a matter of much importance that the force 
should be kept, so far as possible, up to strength. 
In spite of the fact that difficulty is experienced in 
some districts in obtaining recruits he notices with satisfaction that the proportion 
of actual to sanctioned strength at the end of the year was much closer than at 
the end of the preceding year. The figures (columns 28 and 29 of Statement 
F) exhibit a decrease in the total number of men of between one and ten years’ 
service and a corresponding increase in the case of men of longer service. It is 
satisfactory that while the number of enlistments increased the number of resig- 
nations and desertions diminished. The Lieutenant-Governor will be glad to 
receive an explanation of the large increase of dismissals (columns 11 and 12 of 
Statement F) in Prome (from 22 to 38) and of departmental punishments (columns 
13 and 14) in Bassein (from 67 to 104), Thayetmyo (from 34 to 54) and Katha 
(from 135 to 166). The number of punishments in Katha is abnormally high, 
having regard to the smallness of the force and to the freedom of the district 
from crime. The figures of rewards (columns 23 and 24 of Statement F) present 
large variations in some districts from the figures of last year. The local officers 
should be asked to explain the decrease from 160 to 63in Tharrawaddy. The 
increase from 64 to 197 inthe Ruby Mines district also calls for explanation, 
There was a substantial increase in the number of literate men in the force 
(columns 25 and 26 of Statement F). More than a half of the menin the Ame 
herst district are again shown as illiterate. It is satisfactory in view of the diffie

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culty of recruiting in that district that at the end of the year the force was only 
one short of the sanctioned strength. 


3. The tables contained in paragraphs 12 to 14 of the report showing the 
training undergone by the men indicate that consider- 
able but not sufficient attention is paid, as a general 
rule, to this important subject. In the Amherst and Minbu distsicts the number 
of old constables actually trained fell considerably short of the number required 
by rule to be trained, and in Akyab, Thatén, Tavoy and Yaméthin the number 
qualified was very small when compared with the number trained. In Minbu and 
Magwe not 35 per cent. of the men trained qualified. An explanation should be 
furnished of the failure to train men efficiently in these districts. The figures of 
training of new recruits are unsatisfactory. Under Article 46 of the Police Manual 
all recruits should be trained, yet in the Akyab, Bassein, Théngwa, Amherst, 
Mandalay, Myitkyina and Katha districts less than or little more than half of the 
recruits were trained, and in Sandoway, Tharrawaddy, Thatén, Minbu, Magwe, 
Sagaing, the Upper and Lower Chindwin, and Myingyan districts one half or more 
than one half of the men trained failed to qualify. More attention should be paid 
to training in these districts. 


Training of the Police. 


4. The Lieutenant-Governor is in entire sympathy with the Inspector-General 
in his efforts to improve the housing of the men. 
Much has been done and is still being done in this 
regard. 


Housing of the Police. 


5. Inspection during the year was good. Every station and outpost was 
inspected at least once by a District Superintendent 
of Police or Subdivisional Police Officer. The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, however, notices with surprise that for the second year in suc- 
cession and in spite of the remarks recorded in the Resolution on last year's 
Report the inspections performed by the Inspector-General were entirely confined 
to Upper Burma. 


Inspection. 


6. Although there was an increase of 1,653 in the number of true cognizable 
cases dealt with, the percentage of convictions (66) 
Cissime, and the working ofthe was the same as in the preceding year. One of the 
least satisfactory features of the report is the increase 
of 388 in serious hurt cases. The great majority of these occurred in Lower 
Burma, the districts of Théngwa, Hanthawaddy, Bassein, Prome and Henzada 
maintaining their pre-eminence in this respect. The question of providing a 
means for dealing more effectively with cases in which clasp knives are used 
has received careful consideration from this Government during recent years. 
Sir Frederic Fryer came to the conclusion that there was not a sufficiently strong 
case for special legislation to prohibit or restrict the carrying and importation of 
these weapons. It was, however, suggested to the Hon'ble Judges of the Chief 
Court and the Judicial Commissioner, Upper Burma, that further instructions for 
dealing with these cases might be issued to the Magistracy and this was done 
towards the close of the year. It is hoped that the figures for the current year 
will be more favourable. 
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There were also marked rises in the number of excise and opium cases, due 
in all probability to the entertainment of additional excise establishments. On the 
other hand, the Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to observe the substantial diminu- 
tion in cattle-theft cases. 


There was an increase of no less than 615 cases of cognizable crime in 
Hanthawaddy.* The Deputy Commissioner thinks that this was not the fault of the 
police and the Commissioner (Mr. Norton) remarks that both the District Super- 
intendent of Police and the Deputy Commissioner have done their utmost. The 
Commissioner offers certain tentative explanations, but they are hardly sufficient 
to account for the figures. The Lieutenant-Governor notices that the number of 
investigations of violent crime conducted by superior police officers was not satis- 
factory in the district and that although detection was better than in 1901 it was 
not good, only 44 per cent. of true cases investigated having resulted in convic- 
tions. HisHonour hopes to see an improvement in these respects in next year’s 
report. The village law and the preventive provisions of the criminal law might 
with advantage be. more vigorously worked in the district. 


7. The variations between the figures of the last two years in relation to 
violent crime are in no way remarltable. Detection 
in cases of violent crime was in general slightly better 
than in 1901. It was poor in Yaméthin. The improvement in the figures for 
Prome in this and in other respects during tg02 is noteworthy. . The attention of 
district officers generally is called to the remarks of the Deputy Commissioner, 
Prome, regarding the decrease in murders. Similar good results would probably 
be obtained elsewhere if village headmen were encouraged to arrest drunken men 
before they had time to do mischief. 


Violent crime. 


8. There was a slight increase in the number of offences against the gamb- 
ling law. “With regard to the remarks of the Com- 
missioner, Tenasserim Division, referred to in para- 
graph 50 of the report, it is fully recognised that cart racing in Thatén and other 
districts is productive of much evil. A Bill will be introduced in the Burma 
Legislative Council at its next meeting defining the term pwé as used inthe Town 
and Village enactments of Upper and Lower Burma in such a way as to make it 
clear that the provisions requiring a license to hold a pwé apply to cart races and 
certain other contests and entertainments as well as to theatrical performances. 


Gambling. 


g. The percentage of success (79) obtained in prosecutions under the pre- 
ventive sections was slightly better than in the pre- 
vious year, but was still unduly low. Anything but a 
very high percentage of success in these cases implies want of care on the part 
of the Magistrates who sanction the prosecutions. Undue delays in the trial of 
cases and in passing orders on applications for permission to prosecute are much 
to be deprecated. Whenever they occur they should be brought to the notice 
of the Deputy Commissioner. The Commissioners concerned are requested to 
ascertain and report the causes of the abnormally low percentages of successful 
proceedings in Bhamo, Yaméthin, Kyauksé and the Ruby Mines. The Commise 
sioner of Tenasserim is requested to report whether delays still occur in sanction- 
ing prosecutions in Moulmein and what is the cause of them. 


Working of the preventive law. 
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10. The central bureau for investigation by finger-prints was increasingly 

useful during the year. With regard to the remark that 

Police surveillance. only one Inspector was trained during the year the 

Lieutenant-Governor presumes that the system is now 

well understood by the district police and that it is no longer necessary to train 

officers in Rangoon. If this assumption is not correct the Inspector-General is 

requested to see that training is given in all cases in which itis required. There 

was a regrettable decrease in the number of cases brought to light by beat patrols. 

If the beats in Bassein district are too large as stated by the Commissioner, steps 
should be taken to revise them. 


11. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to learn that the relations of the regu- 

lar police with village headmen continue satisfactory. 

Village Police. Offences punishable under section 5100f the Indian 

Penal Code are now triable by headmen in all the divi- 

sions of Lower Burma and in the Sagaing and Minbu divisions of Upper Burma. 

The Commissioners of Meiktila and Mandalay are invited to consider whether it 

would not be useful to empower headmen in their divisions also. The power is 
said to have been of considerable utility in the prevention of crime. 


12. The conduct of the force was good. There was a satisfactory diminu- 

tion in the numbers of resignations and dismissals, but 

Military Police. punishments increased slightly. A new Kachin Com- 

pany of Military Police was raised during the year. The 

question of the feasibility of further recruitment from indigenous races is at 

present under consideration. The state of health of the men still leaves much to 

be desired and the Lieutenant-Governor regrets to observe that the percentage 

of admissions to hospital from the Chindwin Battalion was much larger than the 

already large percentage of 1901. The Inspector-General has not yet submitted 

proposals for remedying this unsatisfactory state of affairs by arranging more fre- 

quent reliefs. He is requested to submit such proposals at an early date. The 

Ruby Mines Battalion does not appear to have been inspected by the Inspector- 
General or the Deputy Inspector-General of Military Police during the year. 


13. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to notice the large number of officers, 
both of the Military and Civil Police, who succeeded by 
their good work in earning the commendation of their 
superior officers, His Honour’s thanks are due to Colonel S. C. F. Peile, 
Mr. R. B. Hawkes and Major R. F. C. Gordon for their efficient administration 
of the Police force in their charge.

CIVIL POLICE. 
PART ADMINISTRATION. 


SECTION I.—SANCTIONED STRENGTH OF POLICE FORCE., 


1. Statement E, columns 2—12, shows the sanctioned strength of the force, Statement E. 

The decrease in the number of gazetted officers is due to the much needed 
re-grading of Assistant District Superintendents of Police, 6 of whom were placed 
on the Supernumerary list to be absorbed as vacancies occurred. Two extra 
appointments in the 4th grade of District Superintendents of Police were made, 
these nae being conferred on the Personal Assistants to the Inspector- 
General and Deputy Inspector-General of Civil Police. The increase by 3 in 
the number of Inspectors is due to 2 having been received from India for the 
Criminal Identification Department and 1 for the Henzada-Bassein extension 
of the Burma Railways. During the year under report the force was increased by 
6 sergeants and 54 men, the increases being in the Tharrawaddy, Prome, 
Mandalay, Yaméthin and Railway Police forces. The strength of the Pakékku 
Police was decreased by 7 men. The increase in the Yaméthin district was 
due to the abolition of 12 Municipal Police at Pyinmana and the absorption of 
8 of their number in the District Executive Force. 


SECTION II.—COST OF POLICE. 


2. Statement E, columns 13—23, shows the cost of the force. The state- Statement E. 
ment shows a total decrease of Rs. 4,070. This small decrease, which is mainly 
due to a less expenditure in cclumn 14 (Pay and travelling allowance, &c., of 
District Superintendents of Police and their office establishments), calls for no 
special comment. 


SECTION III—DISTRIBUTION OF FORCE. 


3. Statement E, columns 24—38, gives the distribution of the force— Statement E. 

(a) One 2nd grade constable was enlisted under section 13 of the Police 
Act on the application of the ferry lessee at Mayu, Akyab district, 
is June to September 1902, and his services are paid for by the 
essee. 

(2) In the Hanthawaddy district 1 sergeant and 5 constables were enlisted 
for, and paid for by the Rangoon Municipality for the protection of 
the Hlawga water-works. 

(c) In Prome two constables were enlisted under section 13, Police Act, 
from the 1st March for, and at the cost of, the proprietor of the 
“ Excelsior” Stores. The services of one of the above, together with 
those of the constable entertained in 1901 for the saw-mills, were 
dispensed with during July 1902. 
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(d) In the Salween district, 12 Yasawut gaungs at a salary of Rs. 10 each 
were maintained throughout the year. These men are, however, under 
the Deputy Commissioner. 


SECTION IV.—STATISTICS OF AREA, &c. 


4. See Statement E, columns 39—42. The following will account for the 
increase in the number of police-stations and outposts during the year under re- 
port— 


(az) A temporary outpost for the protection of the water-works at Hlawga 
in the Hanthawaddy district was established. 

(6) In the Tharrawaddy district, Teindaw outpost was abolished, and a new 
police-station established at Tharrawaw. The Thdnzé outpost was 
also raised to the status of a police-station. 

(c) Konywa police-station in the Lower Chindwin district was reduced to 
an outpost. 

(d) Inthe Yaméthin district, the Pyinmana Municipal outpost was con- 
verted into a Civil police outpost and called “ Ze.” 

(ec) The Pyaunggaung police-station in the Northern Shan States was 
abolished. 

(f) The Railway police outpost at Nyaunglebin was raised to the status of 
a police-station, and a new outpost was established at Tharrawaw. 

The effect of the above changes is an increase of 1 police-station and 1 
outpost. 


SECTION V.—PROPORTION OF THE POLICE ENGAGED ON PRE- 
VENTION AND DETECTION OF CRIME. 


5. See Statement E, columns 43—50. The proportion of the police en-. 
gaged in the prevention and detection of crime in Burma, is one man to every 
22°45 square miles. With the exception of Assam, where the proportion is 1 to 
37 square miles, the proportion in Burma is considerably less than that in any 
other province in India. 

The proportion of police to population is, however, much greater in Burma 
than in other provinces. 

The proportion of cognizable crime in Burma to the police engaged in the 
prevention and detection of the same is higher than in Bombay and considerably 
less than that of other provinces. 


SECTION VI.—SANCTIONED AND ACTUAL STRENGTH. 


6. Statement F, columns 2—5. The figures for the year under report showing 
a deficiency of g officers and 221 men, compare very favourably with those for 
1901, which showed a total deficiency of g officers and 412 men. 

. Difficulty is experienced in many districts in obtaining desirable recruits and 
in retaining men in the service, owing to the pay being less than that ruling in the 
open labour market. Katha district shows the greatest deficiency, but the force 
there has been purposely kept below strength asa reduction in its strength is under 
consideration. 


SECTION VIJ.—MUNICIPAL POLICE. 


7. The sanctioned strength during the year under report was less by 2 
sergeants and Io constables than during 1901. 

This decrease is due to the abolition of the Pyinmana Municipal Police and 
the absorption of 1 sergeant and 7 men of the 2 sergeants and 10 constables 
abolished, into the District Executive Force. 

The reduction in cost is attributable to the same cause. 


SECTION VIII—CANTONMENT POLICE. 


8. The sanctioned strength remained the same as last year. - 


There was a small decrease of Rs. 18 in cost in Thayetmyo, and of Rs. 33 
in Shwebo. 
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SECTION IX—ARMAMENT. 


g. Statement F, columns 6—10. The statement shows a total increase of Statement F. 
13 men armed with firearms and 398 men armed with das and batons. 

The districts showing increases in men armed with firearms are Arakan Hill 
Tracts (2), Shwebo (14) and Salween (10), but these increases are more apparent 
than real as the District Superintendents of Police report they are due to the 
figures supplied for last year being incorrect, the actual number of men armed on 
the 31st December 1901 being shown instead of the total; number of firearms 
sanctioned. The same remarks apply to the apparent increase in the number of 
men armed with das and batons. 

The decrease of 12 men armed with firearms in Meiktila is due to the dis- 
armament of the Thazi police-station. 

One muzzle-loading gun was lost by the Myothit village police in the 
Bhamo district and has not been replaced. 


SECTION X.—PUNISHMENTS AND REWARDS. 


10. There has been a considerable increase in the number of dismissals over Statement F. 
the figures for 1901, and an increase in the number of punishments generally, which 
is partly due to stricter maintenance of discipline and supervision ; no explanation 
has been offered by the District Superintendents of Police, Upper Chindwin and 
Yaméthin, to account for the large increase shown by them. Explanations are 
being called for. 

There has been a very considerable decrease in the number of men rewarded 
by the grant of certificates and money rewards, but this is accounted for by the 
Mandalay figures alone, no explanation having been offered ; it has been called 
for. 

All District Superintendents of Police report that the relations between the 
police and villagers were satisfactory. 


SECTION XI.—EDUCATION AND TRAINING. 


11. The increase in the number of literate men (13 officers and 394 men) Statement F. 
over the figures for 1go! is satisfactory. 

Detailed statements showing the education and training of the force are 
appended. 

The quarterly examinations show better results during the year under report. 
A lesser number presented themselves for examination, but the proportion of those 
who obtained certificates is higher. There has been a satisfactory improvement 
in teaching illiterate constables. 

A larger number of men were put through their musketry training this year, 
the figures of merit attained, however, show a slight falling off.

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Wherever possible, the Civil Police have been drilled together with the Mili- 
tary Police, with satisfactory results. 


SECTION XII—LENGTH OF SERVICE. 


16. Statement F, columns 27—29; shows the length of service of the non- 
gazetted ranks. The enlistment for the whole province shows an increase of 200 
men over last year, the districts that recruited most are Prome, 61 ; Tharrawaddy, 
50; and Hanthawaddy, 43. 

The number of men with between one and ten years’ service shows a decrease 
of 158, Mandalay being responsible for 69 men. The number of men of ten years 
and over ten years’ service shows an increase of 376 men; in this Mandalay heads 
the list with 125 men. Most of the District Superintendents of Police give no 
reasons for the figures shown, but the District Superintendent of Police, Thatén, 
states :— 

“Fifty-four recruits were enlisted ; 8 of these left the force during the year, g others, who 
had been procured by thugyis, under orders of the Deputy Commissioner, left school ina 
body in November. I interviewed the thugyis and their relations, they explained that the 
men had either to steal or starve, being respectable they came home, on giving them an in- 
crease of pay and promises of good times coming, they all returned to school.” 

The Commissioner (Mr. Fleming) remarks :— 

‘‘ This seems a reliable detail in support of raising the pay of the force.” 

The District Superintendent of Police, Amherst, remarks :— 

“A frontier district like this is seldom able to retain men at frontier posts for any very 
great length of time. As soon asa man has put a little money by, he generally leaves the 
service, and sets up on his own account, either by going in for petty trading, or acquiring a 
bit of land, and settling down as a cultivator.” 

The Deputy Commissioner, Bassein, remarks :— 

“ Columns 28 and 29 would perhaps show more clearly the popularity of the service, if 
the former included men under six years’ service and the latter all above. It may be con- 
cluded that if a man stays for more than five years he is satisfied and intends as a rule to re- 


main in the force.” 
SECTION XIII.—CASUALTIES. 


17. Statement F, columns 30-—35. The total number of casualties was 1,900 
or 39 less than last year. The number.of men who resigned on pension shows an 
increase of 9, while those resigning without pension shows a large decrease of 172 
men, and desertions show a decrease of 12. These figures may be regarded as 
satisfactory. The number of deaths shows an increase of 7 over last year. Dis- 
trict Superintendents of Police as a rule attribute the large number of resignations 
to the low rateof pay. In Prome it is stated that the chief reason given by the men 
who resign the force is, that they are dissatisfied with their chances, while the true 
fact would seem to be poorness of pay in the constables’ grades, and there is no 
doubt that the force would remain unpopular as long as the present rate of pay 
continues. The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

“In addition to the poor pay the wretched accommodation provided for the men must 
tend tomake the service unpopular. The cottages at several posts are simply ruins.”’ 

The Commissioner of Pegu adds— aa 

“ Health and efficiency depend largely on comfortable, wholesome and good houses.”’ 

The house-question has had my careful attention, and will, 1 hope, show 
good results this year. Sir Frederic Fryer was pleased to’sanction a new 
system by which it will now be possible to give the men permanent cottages. 

hese are now being constructed in Akyab and Kyaukpyu, and other districts will 
follow as money becomes available, and when this is done one of the greatest 
causes of discontent will be removed. Of the 122 men who deserted 29 were 
arrested and convicted. 

Two men lost their lives in the execution of their duty—one in Akyab and the 


SECTION XIV.—HEALTH OF FORCE. 


18. Statement F, columns 36—38, shows the health of the force. The 
admissions into hospital have gone up 329 and the daily average of sick 


by ‘06, while the death-rate has also increased by ‘03 percent. Ordinarily, jungle 
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fever is by far the most common complaint. This I feel certain could be greatly 
reduced if officers would see that a supply of quinine was kept at all unhealthy 
stations and if the men could be induced to sleep under mosquito curtains. D 
scale medicine chests are kept at many stations, but the supply of medicine is 
often allowed to run out. I trust officers will give this matter their careful con- 
sideration, and on inspections carefully examine the medicine chests. 

The health of the Akyab Police has been so bad that it has been necessary 
to ask that the sanctioned scale of 5 per cent. for sick be increased to 10 per 
cent. 


SECTION XV.—RACE, RELIGION AND CASTE. 
19. Statement G is prepared quinquennially. 
SECTION XVI.—STATE OF BUILDINGS AND DEFENCES. 


20. The budget grants are divided under two headings,—(1) ‘‘ 45—Provincial 
Civil Works, Civil Buildings, Police,” and (2) ‘‘ 2oB—Police, District Police, Petty 
Construction and Repairs,” and for the sake of clearness and to show the progress 
made under each class of buildings, these headings are treated separately in the 


Report. 
(1) “ 45—Provincial Civil Works—Civil Butldings—-Police.” 


21. During the year under review, all the permanent and the semi-permanent 
buildings under the direct control of the Public Works Department were maintain- 
ed by that department and are in excellent condition. 

Thanks to a generous budget allotment under this heading, most of the 
buildings provided for in the Public Works Department Budget have been either 
completed or are under construction. Owing to the late submission of plans and 
estimates for the following works, they could not be carried out before the close 
of the financial year and the funds provided for the same were re-appropriated. 


(2) Barrack accommodation at Akyab headquarters. 

(b) Barrack accommodation for Reserve Police, Myingyan. 

(c) Barrack accommodation for Civil Police, Meiktila. 

(d) Barrack accommodation for No. 5, Police-station, Moulmein. 
(e) Police thana, Toungoo. ee 

(/) Police thana, Zigon, Tharrawaddy district. 

(g) Police thana, Kabwet, Shwebo district. 


The completion of minor works costing between Rs. 51. and Rs. 2,500 was 
one of the most important features during the year under report. A large number 
of estimates, which had accumulated during 1901 for want of funds, were sanc- 
tioned and completed, the funds for the same being obtained by a special grant 
from the Local Government’s reserves. 

The general state of the defences of police-stations is reported as being very 
satisfactory. The police-stations of Pyapén in Thongwa, Migyaunglaung in Tavoy 
and Tagaung in Ruby Mines being considered indefensible, the arms were with- 
drawn. On the other hand, Leiktho police-station in the Toungoo Karen Hills, 
which had been declared indefensible in 1901, was brought into a proper state of 
defence, and arms replaced during 1902. 


(2) “ 20B—Police—District Police—Petty Construction and Repairs.” 


22. The budget allotment for the year was only Rs. 75,000. At the com- 
mencement of the financial year, Government accorded sanction toa new scheme 
for providing a more durable class of cottages to replace the temporary huts sanc- 
tioned aforetime. The scheme was the construction of semi-permanent cottages 
at a cost of Rs. 180 per cottage, the cost to be spread over a period of three 
years at Rs. 60 per annum. It was anticipated that by the end of the third year 
the police would have really good substantial cottages, but experience during the 
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year under report has proved that the initial sum of Rs. 60 is inadequate to cover 
cost of materials, carriage, labour, &c. In the Henzada, Kyaukpyu, Upper 
Chindwin, Minbu, Katha, Pegu, Mergui, Thayetmyo and Akyab districts, it was 
found that the initial outlay during the first year would have to be from Rs. 75 to 
Rs. 200 for each constable’s cottage and double that amount for Head Constables’ 
houses. Proposals are therefore being sent up to increase the initial outlay to 
Rs. 100 for the first year and to reduce the outlay for the second and third years 
to Rs. 40 and Rs. 30 respectively. The scheme detailed above when fully com- 
pleted will not only considerably reduce the heavy annual recurring expenditure 
for the upkeep of the old style of temporary huts, but will also provide greatly 
improved accommodation for the police with consequent increased popularity for 
the police service. In districts in which for various causes the cost of a cottage 
would considerably exceed Rs. 180 it was proposed to require the Public Works 
Department to erect semi-permanent buildings. 


The budget grant of Rs. 2,50,000 for 1903-04 is a most substantial increase 
on the Rs. 75,000 for the year under report, and this large sum, coupled with the 
proposed enhanced initial outlay per cottage, should soon remove the reproach of 
bad housing. 


Near the close of the financial year, a special grant of Rs. 70,000 was sanc- 
tioned for cottages in the Akyab and Kyaukpyu districts, in which it was reported 
by inspecting officers the police were practically houseless. Owing to want of 
time, however, Rs. 40,000 of the above amount could not be expended before 31st 
March, so had to lapse. 


The Deputy Commissioner and Commissioner comment most adversely on 
the accommodation provided in the Akyab, Kyaukpyu and Hanthawaddy districts. 
As stated before a special grant was given to Akyab and Kyaukpyu, but the Dis- 
trict Superintendent of Police of the latter district allowed the funds to lapse 
without even collecting materials. 


In Hanthawaddy the want of accommodation is largely attributable to a 
cyclone which blew away most of the temporary cottages in that district. Appli- 
cation has been made this year to the Public Works Department to erect semi- 
permanent buildings in the Hanthawaddy district and to give urgency to the work. 


Another special feature of the year was the provision of separate cage accom- 
modation for the custody of female prisoners. The existing type designs of 
station buildings have been altered by the Chief Engineer to suit this require- 
ment, which when carried out will not only provide a much felt want, as female 
prisoners are on the increase throughout the province, but will also give them the 
necessary safe-guard. 


SECTION XVII.—INSPECTIONS. 


23. There has been a very considerable increase in the number of inspections 
by the Inspector-General of Police and the Deputy Inspector-General over the 
figures of 1901. The Inspector-General of Police and the Deputy Inspector- 
General of Police performed 43 and 147 inspections, respectively, during the year 
under report as compared with 32 and 50 respectively in 1901. In accordance 
with the orders contained in paragraph 7 of the Resolution on the Police Adminis- 
tration Report for 1go1, the districts in the Arakan division have been thoroughly 
inspected by the Deputy Inspector-General. It was, however, found impossible to 
visit this division till December, and owing to the inspections in the Akyab dis- 
trict and Arakan Hill Tracts occupying a longer time than anticipated the year 
had closed before the remaining two districts, namely, Sandoway and Kyaukpyu, 
of the division could be inspected. They were, however, thoroughly inspected in 
January 1903 and will be included in the 1903 returns. The number of inspec- 
tions by District Superintendents of Police and Subdivisional Police Officers are 
practically the same as in 1go1, the figures being—

26, In Class I there is anincrease of 10 cases. “ Coining” shows 39 against 


36 last year. ° The “ Offences relating to Government promissory notes” shows 
a decrease of 2 cases. ‘“ Personating public servant or soldier” shows an increase 
of 6 cases. “ Rioting and unlawful assembly ” shows a decrease of 8 cases. The 
other heads require no notes. 

Class /I shows an increase of 473 cases. The heads which show the greatest 
increase are “ Grievous hurt” and ‘“‘ Hurt by dangerous weapons,” each shows 
194 cases in excess of last year, The next increase is 40 cases, in “ Criminal 
force to public servant or woman.” The increase and decrease under the other 
heads are too small to require note. 

Class [1I,—Under this class there is anincrease of 290 cases. ‘ House-tres- 
pass,” sections 449 to 452, Indian Penal Code, has increased by 139 cases, 
‘Lurking house-trespass” shows 107 cases over last year. ‘“ Mischief,” sections 
428 and 429, Indian Penal Code, has an excess of 42 cases. The only large 
decrease is in “‘ Other robberies,” which shows a decrease of 14 cases. 

Class IV calls for no note. 

Class V.—This class shows an increase of 153 cases. The largest'increases 
are in “ Ordinary theft” 150; ‘‘ Criminal or house-trespass” 152, ‘‘ Cheating” 
86, ‘“ Criminal breach of trust”? 52 cases; the decreases are in ‘‘ Cattle-theft, ” 
235 “ Receiving stolen property,” 90 cases. I consider the large decrease in 
cattle-theft most satisfactory. 

Class VI has increased by 717 cases. ‘“‘ Offences against the Opium laws” 
shows 784 cases more than last year. “ Excise laws” show 388 and “ Gamb- 
ling Act 166 cases increase. The decreases are in “ Public and local nuisances ” 
3o1 and “ Vagrancy and bad character” 278 cases. The whole total increase for 
the year is 1,653 cases. 

27. Akyab.—This district shows an increase of 130 cases ; of these Class II 
contributes 32 cases increase, of which 12 are “ Other murders” and 16 “ Hurt by 
dangerous weapons” and 5 “ Grievous hurt.” 

Class V shows a decrease of 30 cases ; 18 of these occur in “‘ Ordinary theft ” 
and 15 in “Criminal trespass,” Cattle-theft shows an increase of 11 cases. 

Class V/ also has an increase of 122 cases ; of these the “ Opium laws ” show 
62 and ‘' Excise laws” 41, and “ Vagrancy” shows 31 prosecutions. 

Kyaukpyu shows an increase of 126 cases; of these the only notable 
increase is ‘‘ Ordinary theft” 40, and “ Opium laws” 44 cases. During the year 1 
Head Constable and 1 sergeant were dismissed for burking crime which has had a 
good eftect. ; 

Sandoway.—An increase of 128 cases is here shown. Class II shows 21 
increase ; of these 6 are “ murders,” 3 “ Grievous hurt,” 10 “ Hurt by dangerous 
weapons.” Class III showsa decrease of 3 ‘‘ Robberies.” Class V has increased 
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by 79 cases ; of these 60 are “ Ordinary theft ” and 14 “ Criminal trespass.” The 
District Superintendent of Police says: 

“T am told that a great many of the cases under Class V are traceable to opium 
smokers.” 

The Commissioner remarks :— 

“There is a good deal put down unjustly to opium; an old man told me the present 
three shops were responsible for the increase in smoking, but admitted it had been gra- 
dually increasing for 60 years.” ‘ 

28. Hanthawaddy.—This district has an increase of 615 cases, which occur 
in Classes II, III, V and VI, the figures being 117, 121, 174 and 198. There is 
really no way of accounting for this crime wave. The District Superintendent of 
Police says :— . 

‘“‘It is an unaccountable wave of crime that has swept over the whole district.” 


The Deputy Commissioner adds :— 

“T can offer 'no reasonable explanation of this increase. I do not think it is the fault 
of the police.”’ 

The Commissioner remarks :— 

T have spoken to both the District Superintendent of Police and Deputy Commissioner 
about this increase of crime, which still continues. They cannot account for or explain it, 
but they are | know doing their utmost best to grapple with it ; short crops in Upper Burma 
and in Prome and North Tharrawaddy may, perhaps, account for some of the increase.” 

Pegu.—This district shows an increase of 101 cases. ‘‘ Murders” show 
a decrease of 14 cases and “‘ Robbery with hurt” 2 cases. ‘‘ Cattle-theft”’ shows 
II cases increase, and ‘‘ Ordinary theft” 56 cases. 

Tharrawaddy shows a decrease of 96 cases; the decrease takes place in 
Classes V and VI.‘ Cattle-theft ” shows 40 cases and “ Ordinary theft”? 15 less 
than last year; “ Criminal trespass” also shows 28 less and ‘‘ Vagrancy” 142 
prosecutions less, the increases are in Classes I, II, II] and IV. ‘‘ Grievous hurt” 
shows 17 and “ Hurt with dangerous weapons” 26 cases. ‘ Lurking house-tres- 
pass” has 17 and “ House-trespass ” 14 cases increase. 

Prome.—Class II shows a decrease of 18 cases. ‘‘ Other murders” are 19 
cases and “ Hurt by dangerous weapons” 35 less than last year, but “ Grievous 
hurt ” has increased by 29 cases. The District Superintendent of Police says :— 

The increase under “ Grievous hurt” would seem to be the result of Magistrates taking 
more care in the classification of cases and passing a greater number of sentences under the 
most serious sections. 

The Deputy Commissioner adds :— 

The increase under “ Grievous hurt” and decrease in “ Hurt by dangerous weapons’? 
nearly balance each other; the reason is probably the one assigned—the work of the head- 
men in the Prome subdivision in arressting drunkards before they do harm has been very 
good. 

The Commissioner remarks : 

“This is most satisfactory. ” 


Class III shows a decrease of 13 cases, Class IV an increase of two cases, 
Class V also a decrease of 93 cases. Of these “ Cattle-theft ” shows 72, “‘ Ordinary 
theft” 36 and “ Receiving stolen property” 14 cases; while ‘‘ Criminal house- 
trespass” shows an increase of 16 cases. Class VI shows an increase of 408 
cases; these take place as follows: “ Vagrancy ” 101, “Excise laws” 149, 
“ Opium laws” 110, “ Public and local nuisances” 54 cases. 

29. Bassein.—Class I shows a decrease of 4 cases, Class II shows an in- 
crease of 56 cases; the worst are “Grievous hurt” 29 cases and “Hurt by 
dangerous weapons” 11 cases. Class III has an increase of 71 cases, of which 
“ Mischief by killing, poisoning, or maiming any animal” shows 14 cases, “ Lurk- 
ing house-trespass’’’ 31 cases, “ House-trespass” 18 cases. Class 1V shows 
26 cases increase, of which 4 were “ Wrongful restraint’ and 22 “‘ Rash act en- 
dangering life.” Class V has increased 284 cases; of these “Ordinary theft ” 
shows 202 cases, “ Criminal house-trespass” 52 cases; “‘ Cattle-theft” shows a 
decrease of 6 cases. Class VI, shows a decrease of 156 cases, ‘‘ Vagrancy and 
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bad character” is responsible for g6of these. The District Superintendent’s re- 
port beyond actual figures gives very little information: I am therefore quoting 
the ‘Deputy Commissioner’s remarks :— 

‘There has been no doubt a slight increase in ordinary theft. I doubt if there has 
been such areal increase as here noted. I put the apparent increase down to several 
reasons :— ' 

‘©(1) Two cases came to light of burking crime and severe punishments were meted out. 
In another guard it was strongly suspected crime was burked and Mr. Tarleton transferred 
and otherwise dealt with the men shortly before he left. This of course had an effect 
throughout the district, 

“‘(a) The Magistrates have classified cases much better than formerly, ¢.e., they used to 
be very fond of classifying unconvicted cases as mistaken because the wrong offender was 
sent up, 

(a) Village headmen have been punished on several occasions for not reporting crime 
and some useless headmen have been got rid of. 

« The prompt report of all cases under section 429, ‘‘ Maiming of cattle,” has been in- 
sisted on. Many maiming cases, however, turnout really to be simple mischief, where the 
animals are not maimed or permanently injured in any way. On the other hand some cases 
reported under section 429 were really cattle-thefts for the sake of meat. I doubt if all 
cattle-thefts are reported. I believe money is often given for their return and nothing said, 
but of this I am not certain.” 

The Commissioner remarks :— 

“ There has been a substantial increase in some of the worst forms of crime.” 


I concur in this and I look to the District Superintendent of Police to work 
hard and get crime down. 


Myaungmya.—lIn this district Class I has an increase of g cases. Class 
II shows a decrease of 14 cases the largest decrease is in ‘‘ Hurt by dangerous wea- 
pons” 26 cases, and in “ Criminal force” 17 cases ; the increases are in “ Grievous 
hurt” 12, ‘‘ Kidnapping” 5, “Rape” 6, “ Attempts at murder” 3, and ‘‘ Murder 
by poisoning and other murders” 2. Class III] shows a decrease of 59 cases, 
the greatest is in ‘‘ Lurking house-trespass ” 19 cases, and “ House-trespass,”’ sec- 
tions 449 to 452, Indian Penal Code; the only increase is one case of “ Maiming 
animals.” Class IV shows a substantial -decrease of 44 cases. Class V has de- 
creased by 25 cases, of which “ Cattle-theft ” shows 14, ‘‘ Ordinary theft”? 31 and 
“Lurking house-breaking”’ 3 cases. The increases are ‘‘ Criminal breach of trust ” 
5, ‘Receiving stolen property” 1, ‘“ House-trespass” 13, and “Cheating” 4. 
Class VI increased by go cases ; “‘ Public and local nuisances” are responsible for 
86 and the “Opium laws” for 54 cases; “ Vagrancy” shows a decrease of 43, 
“Excise laws” 10, and the “Arms Act” 11. The District Officers make no re- 
marks. 

Théngwa.—lIn this district Classes II, IV, V and VI show an increase, the 
largest of which is Class II with 118 cases;. of these ‘‘ Hurt by dangerous wea- 
pons” has 76, ‘‘Grievous hurt” 16 and ‘‘Criminal force” 14. In Class VI 
“‘Vagrancy ” shows a decrease of 88 cases, the District Superintendent of Police 
writes : 

“ Police were not so active as in the previous year in prosecuting bad characters, and no 
doubt this fact has much to do with the increase under nearly every class of crime.” 


The Commissioner adds :— 

“Yes, a judicious enforcement of the preventive sections and law has a very salutary 
#ffect on bad characters.” 

Henszada.—This district shows a decrease of crime in Classes I, II, III, 
IV and V. It is most satisfactory tu see a decrease of 22 “‘ Cattle-thefts” and 
60 ‘‘ Ordinary thefts.” In Class VI the “Gambling Act” shows 37, the ‘‘ Excise 
laws” 108, and the “Opium Act” 57 cases in excess of last year. The Deputy 
Commissioner remarks :— 


“The year’s record is satisfactory.” 


30. Toungoo shows a satisfactory decrease of 54 “ Cattle-thefts” and 65 
, Ordinary thefts,” 
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Thatén.—This district on the whole shows a decrease of 97 cases, the 
most important being 21 “ Cattle-thefts” and 13 ‘Ordinary thefts;” ‘‘ Excise 
cases ’’ have fallen off by 80 cases. The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

“ The decrease in excise cases is accounted for bv the new department having to get 
into working order and devoting most of its time to opium; but the police show a consider- 
able falling off in excise cases and no satisfactory explanation is forthcoming.” 

Amherst.—A decrease of 166 cases is shown, which is due to there being 
6 ‘‘ Murder,” 6 “ Rape,” 4 “ Robbery,” 18 ‘‘ House-trespass,” 14 ‘‘ Cattle-theft,” 
39 ‘Ordinary theft,” and 15 “Criminal breach of trust” cases less than last 

ear. 
Zavoy.—There has been an increase of 62 cases, which is principally 
due to “ Lurking house-trespass ” and ‘‘ House-trespass.” There were only 18 cases 
under the “ Opium laws ;” there should be many more than this, although it is an 
increase of 8 cases over last year. 

Merguz shows a decrease of 7 cases. 


31. Thayetmyo has a decrease of 258 cases; principal decreases were 
“ Murders ” 3, “Attempts at murder” 2, ‘‘ Robberies” 3, ‘‘ Serious mischief” 8, 
“Lurking house-trespass ” 9, “ Cattle-theft”’ 32, “Ordinary theft” 21, “ Vag- 
rancy”’ 67, ‘‘Gambling Act” 68, “ Excise laws” 18. 

Pakékku shows an increase of 178 cases, mostly due to “ Rape ” 8, “ Crimi- 
nal force” g, “ Mischief by “ Killing ” 10, “ Lurking house-trespass ” 15, ‘ Cattle- 
theft” 7, ‘‘ Ordinary theft’ 30, “ Vagrancy ” 46, “ Excise” laws 19, and “Public 
and local nuisances” 19. The District Superintendent of Police attributes the 
increase to the scanty rains of 1902. The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 


“ Not only was the rain scanty in 1902 but also in 1901.” 
The Commissioner notes :— 
“ Rape seems to be very common in this district.” 


A general increase of crime is due no doubt to two bad seasons following on 
one another. . 

Minbu.—This district has an increase of 179 cases; the larger increases 
are “ Ordinary theft” 49, ‘‘ Mischief by killing” 20, ‘ Lurking house-trespass ” 
15, “Serious mischief” 9, “ Criminal force” 7, “ Hurt by dangerous weapons”? 
10, “ Grievous hurt” 5, and “ Cattle-theft ” 5. The Commissioner remarks :— 

“T attribute the increase of crime under all heads to the bad harvests throughout this 
and the neighbouring districts.” : 4 oe 

Magwe shows a decrease of 112 cases, which occur under ‘‘Rape” 4) 
“Grievous hurt” 3, “ Hurt by dangerous weapons” 6, “Criminal force” ‘11, 
“Serious mischief ” 9, “ Mischief by killing ” 3, ‘“‘ Rash act’? 6, ‘‘ Ordinary theft ” 
106. The Commissioner remarks :— 

“IT cannot understand the decrease. There has becn a large increase of all crime in 
Minbu, where the conditions are very similar.” 


32. Bhamo has a slight increase of 30 cases, which is due to an increase 
of 14 “ Ordinary thefts” and 32 “ Public and local nuisances.” 4 

Mandalay.—This large and important district shows 43 cases in excess 0 
igor. ‘Ordinary theft” shows an increase of 4 cases ; other crime remains about 
the same for both years. 

Myitkyina.—There is a small increase of 9 cases. 

Katha has a decrease of 107 cases; the decrease is mainly as follows: 
‘‘ Serious mischief ”’ 6, “‘ Cattle-theft ” 7, “Ordinary theft ” 47, “ Criminal breach 
of trust” 7, “ Receiving stolen property ” 5, “‘ Breaking closed receptacle” to. 

Ruby Mines.—There was an increase of 36 cases; the increase took place 
in the “ Opium laws” which show 39 cases. The only serious crime that shows 
an increase is “‘ Robbery” which shows 4 against 1 last year. 

33. Shwebo.—Shows a decrease of 52 cases. The largest decreases are in 
‘‘Hurt by dangerous weapons” 7, “ Lurking house-trespass” 8, “ Cattle-theft ” 

- 66 . ” ce Py of ” 

18, “Gambling Act” 59, and “Public and local nuisance” 25. The most 
noticeable increases are “‘ Rape” 4, “ Criminal force” 8, “ Ordinary theft ” 21, and 
“Excise laws” 32, 
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Sagaing.—This district shows a decrease of 86 cases, except Class I, which 
is the same in both years; every class shows a decrease. The Commissioner 
remarks :— 

“ The general decrease of crime is a very satisfactory feature.” 

Lower Chindwin shows a decrease of 11 cases. 

Upper Chindwin.—tThere is an increase of 16 cases, 

34. Kyauksé has a decrease of 40 cases, of these ‘‘ Cattle-theft ” shows 13, 
‘‘House-trespass” 16. Thereis, I regret to see, an increase of g cases under 
“ Hurt by dangerous weapons” and 6 cases of ‘‘ Criminal force to women.” 

Meiktila.—Shows an increase of 110 cases; of these ‘Grievous hurt” has 
14, “ Hurt by dangerous weapons” 10, “ Criminal force to women ” 11, “ Lurking 
house-trespass” 15, ‘“‘ Cattle-theft ’’ 20, and ‘‘ House-trespass” 40. The District 
Superintendent of Police offers no explanation nor do the Deputy. Commissioner 
or Commissioner. 

Yaméthin has a decrease of 28 cases. 

Myingyan.—There is an increase of 166 cases, but as ‘“ Gambling” alone 
shows 164 cases increase, it is not serious. 

35. Southern Shan States shows a decrease of 31 cases, which is satis- 
factory. 

Northern Shan States—There is an increase of 124 cases; this is mainly 
due to ‘‘ Ordinary thefts” which are 57 in excess of last year. 


General remarks regarding hurt cases. 


Statement A. 36. “Grievous hurt” cases again show an increase of 194, the figures for 1901 

Parts I and III. and 1902 being 1,192 and 1,386, respectively. Lower Burma is responsible for 
1,060 of these cases and Upper Burma for 326 only. These figures show a 
marked increase in Lower, and decrease in Upper Burma when compared with the 
figures for 1901. There is also a considerable increase in the total number of 
cases of “ Hurt by dangerous weapons ” over the figures for 1901, the figures for 
the two years being 1,532 and 1,726, or an increase of 194 cases. Of this total 
of 1,726 cases, 1,420 cases occurred in Lower Burma divisions and 306 in Upper 
Burma. Here, again, Lower Burma has increased and Upper Burma decreased. 
Hurt cases were most prevalent in the undermentioned districts.

The five above mentioned districts were also mentioned in last year’s report, 
and all with the exception of Prome show an increase. Prome shows a small 
decrease of 6 cases. The increases are most marked in Théngwa and Hantha- 
waddy. 

The District Superintendent of Police, Théngwa, remarks that no less than 
56 cases of “ Hurt by dangerous weapons” were allowed to be compounded and 
he attributes the increase to this leniency. The Deputy Commissioner makes no 
remarks, but the Commissioner remarks as follows :— 

“The great increase in the number of hurt cases is a serious matter. A standing order 
should issue to subordinate Magistrates by District Magistrate, Théngwa, forbidding 
them to allow offences under section 324, and 325, Indian Penal Code, to be compounded ex- 
cept for the strongest reasons to be recorded before permission is given, and deterrent sen- 
tences should be inflicted on all accused persons convicted in hurt cases.” 

The District Superintendent of Police, Bassein, ascribes the increase in his 
district to the large number of cases compounded. Twelve cases of “ Hurt by 
dangerous weapons,” and 37 cases of “ Grievous hurt” were compounded. TheDe- 
puty Commissioner in a long note says that the District Superintendent of Police’s 
figures convey a wrong impression ; that he has carefully gone through 42 out of 
the 49 cases shown as compounded, and implies that they were rightly allowed 
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to be compromised. The Commissioner remarks on a certain number of these 
cases, that ‘‘ permission should not have been given without the strongest reasons, 
which should have been recorded.” 

Inthe Prome district the increase in ‘‘ Grievous hurt”’ cases and the decrease 
in cases of “Hurt by dangerous weapons” nearly balance each other and is as- 
cribed both by District Superintendent of Police and Deputy Commissioner to 
better classification of cases by Magistrates. 

The increase of 5 cases in Henzada cails for no special comment. 


SECTION XIX—GENERAL RESULTS OF POLICE WORK. 


37- Under Class I to V, 20,730 true cases were investigated by the police as cu tement A. 
against 20,048 in gol, being an increase of 682 cases; 15,012 cases were tried Parts I, III & 1V. 
and 10,551 cases ended in conviction, as against 14,282 cases tried and 10,065 
cases convicted during the previous year. Although a larger number of cases 
were dealt with, the percentages of cases convicted to cases investigated (51 per 
cent.) and cases convicted to cases tried (70 fer cent.) remain practically the 
same as during 1901. © 

Twenty-four thousand seven hundred and twenty-four persons were dealt 
with by the police, of which number 21,320 were sent up for trial and 13,536 con- 
victed, as against 23,148 persons dealt with, 20,103 persons tried and 12,905 
persons convicted during 1901. The percentage of persons convicted to dealt 
with is therefore 55, and of persons convicted to tried is 63. This is a decrease 
of one per cent. over the figures of the previous year, but as the total number of 
persons dealt with shows an increase of 1,576, the small decrease in the percent- 
ages requires no special comment. 

38. The Ruby Mines, Meiktila and Tavoy districts show the worst detections 
as far as the number of cases ending in conviction to cases investigated are con- 
cerned, and Hanthawaddy, Upper Chindwin, Thatén, Pegu, Yaméthin and Mergui 
districts all show percentages of 45 and less. 

39. Out of a total of 41,405 cases under Class I to VI reported to the police, Statement A. 
investigation was refused in 1,309 or 3 per cent., this percentage being the same Part III. 
as that for the previous year. The highest percentage was 8 in Pegu and 
Yaméthin. These two districts headed the list in rgo1. 

40. Under ‘‘ Public and local nuisances,” 3,377 cases were investigated by the Statement A. 
police as against 3,561 during 1901. The percentage of cases convicted to investi- Parts 1, III & IV. 
gated was the same as last year,97. Five thousand three hundred and ninety-four 
persons were dealt with against 5,288 during the previous year, and 5,332 persons 
were tried, 4,737 being convicted as against 5,202 tried and 4,662 convicted 
during 1901. The percentage of persons convicted to tried fell from go to 8g. 
Myitkyina, which shows a percentage of only 74 persons convicted, and Akyab, 
which shows a percentage of 77, are the two districts at the bottom of the list. 


SECTION XX.—VIOLENT CRIME.

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42. The total number of violent crimes, namely, 649, shows a small decrease 
of 9 cases as compared with the provious year, but an increase of 13 cases in which 
firearms were used. Of the 649 cases dealt with during the year, Lower Burma 
is responsible for 485, and Upper Burma for 164 The hgures show a slight de- 
crease of 12 cases in Lower,.and an increase of. 3 cases in Upper Burma. 
Five hundred and twenty-eight cases were tried, of which 561 or 68 per cent. 
ended in conviction, as against 65 in the previous year. The percentage of cases 
convicted to cases dealt with is 56 as compared with 55 in 1901. The percent- 
age of convictions is therefore slightly better. 

During the year under report 1.329 persons were dealt with, of which number 
1,011 were sent up for trial and 597 persons were convicted, as against 1,359 
dealt with, 1,046 tried and 570 convicted, during the previous year. The percent- 
ages of persons convicted to persons dealt with and tried are 45 and 59 re- 
spectively as against 42 and 54 during 1901. Pegu, which, during 1g01, showed 
only a percentage of 12 cases cor.victed to dca't with, snows a substantial in- 
crease, the percentage having risen to 58. Yaméthin shows the worst detection, 
namely, 32 per cent. and the next is Meiktila with 38 per cent. The remain- 
ing districts all show a percentage of 40 and upwards. Firearms were used in 43 
cases of violent crimes as azainst 30 during the previous year, but the number of 
firearms seized during the year under report was 7 as compared with 5 in 1got. 

The Deputy Commissioner, Prome, remarks :— 

“ The decrease of 31 cases of violent crime or more than half, is in every way satis- 
factory. 

“Villages have been fenced and watches kept. 


‘Village headmen have been empowered to arrest for drunkenness and this had an 
excellent effect. In Prome subdivision, where the headmen used these powers most freely 


_the decrease in the number of murders was most marked, and the usefulness of empower- 


ing headmen under section 510, Indian Penal Code, has, I think, now been proved. In’ 
addition to this, I attribute the decrease to the persistent hunting of so-called absconders 
who hung about the outskirts of their villages and were ripe for any kind of mischief. 
These men have been persistently hunted down, and “‘ absconding’”’ is no longer a thing to 
be lightly undertaken, as it used to be.” 

Fifty-seven villages throughout the whole province were fined for failure to ° 
resist dacoits and robbers. These fines were inflicted in 15 districts and Pegu 
heads the list, with a total of 8 villages fined. There were no risings or attempts 
at rising during the year under report. It was feared that there was going to be 
an organized outbreak of violent crime in the Akyab district, but on detection 
following in several cases it was found that the dacoities were all spasmodic and 
that no organized gang or gangs were at work. 


The Commissioner, Irrawaddy Division, remarks as follows :— 

Bassein.— It is a great pity that men were not available for patrol duty. I hope the 
Inspector-General of Police will be able to see his way to helping us in this direction next 
open season.” . 

There is no doubt that the Military Police in Lower Burma is insufficient 
and will have to be strengthened, if help is to be afforded to districts. 

Myaungmya.— The police deserve credit for keeping down violent crime. The 
number reported is small for a district like Myaungmya.” 

Théngwa.—" The police have evidently been making hasty arrests. 

* * * * # 

“ The more serious dacoities and robberies in the Théngwa district were the work of 
two gangs. Some of the members of one gang have been convicted and all the remainder 
of the other which committed the Pesigyun dacoity, V.C. R. No- 60 of 1902, have been 
arrested and the °577 rifle used on that occason recovered.” 

The Commissioner, Tenasserim Division, remarks :— 


Thatén.— Captain Stone and Mr. Martini succeeded in putting a stop to village 
dacoities and are to be congratulated on their success. The failure to detect the murders 
and robbery cases is unsatisfactory, but in the latter there are, no doubt, great difficulties to 
contend with.” 

43. The most important case in the Hanthawaddy district was a robbery by 4 
men armed.with arevolver and das and spears in the house of one Maung 
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Chit Pu, Pantaing village. The robbers collected booty to the value of Rs. 7,000, 
but before they could get away, the thugyi and villagers surrounded and regularly 
besieged them. Therobbers wounded g villagers (all slightly) with their revolver, 
but the villagers held firm with the result that all four accused were arrested in 
the morning. By the plucky action of villager Po Ku of Taw-wi village, Pegu 
district, who killed the leader, Bo Pyan, of an organized gang of dacoits there 
is no doubt that a grave series of organized dacoities were nipped in the bud. 
This gang attacked Maung Po Ku’s I cuse on the 3oth March while Po Ku was 
absent, but before the dacoits left the v.llaze Maung Po Ku returned and he anda 
friend named Po Ta Ku arming themselves, laid in wait for the dacoitsand attacked 
them in the rear while they were leaving the village in a body, cutting down the 
Bo who was armed with a pistol and who was despatched by the villagers with 
their spears. Maung Po Ku followed up the dacoits and managed to wound two 
more of them, one of them being found in the paddy-field the next morning. 
Through information given by aten-house gaung at Kanyutkwin, Inspector Maung 
Po Kyu was successful in unravelling the whole case. Bo Nga Pyan turned 
out to be a man of the Yaméthin district who, after the annexation, was sentenced 
to Io years’ rigorous imprisoment for dacoitye Soon after his release he began 
dacoiting in Yaméthin and Meiktila districts, some of the gang being captured. 
Nga Pyan fled and took up his residence in the Toungoo district and in the rains 
of 1go1 he joined another gang and commenced committing a series of dacoities 
and robberies in the Toungoo and Pegu districts. For his gallantry Maung Po 
Ku was presented with a silver da, a certificate of honour, and Rs. 200, and his 
friend Po Ta Ku received a reward of Rs. 50. His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor was pleased to express his approval of the manner in which this case 
was worked out. Inthe Tharrawaddy district the Postal runner was attacked in 
the Monyo township by five men and the mails looted. Three men were con- 
victed and the mails recovered, but the accused were released on appeal. 


The Deputy Commissioner, Pegu, remarks :— 

“ Detection of violent crime has been excellent during the year, and great credit is 
due to the two principal detective officers, Maung Po Kyu (1) and Maung Tun Hla, besides 
Mr. Snadden himself.” ; 

The Deputy Commissioner, Tharrawaddy, remarks :— 

“ With the exception of murders and cognate offences and the single dacoity in which 
a mail runner was attacked, the violent crime appears to have been petty and considering 
the turbulent nature of the population, not heavy in volume. Recoveries were poor.” 


Thayetmyo.—Two armed Babus with a survey party refused to give assist- 
ance in a dacoity case, although quite close to the scene of crime. The Comis- 
sioner remarks :— 

‘ There are a huimber of these armed Babus about the country with survey parties; 
their existence is a danger to the community, such persons should not be armed with 
firearms.’ 


Pakékku.—The Commissioner remarks :— 

“ There is no organized violent crime and hurt is seldom caused. The violent crime 
seems to be chiefly due to poverty; good work has been done by the police in dealing with 
it.” 

Kyauksé.—The Commissioner remarks :— 

“The detection of the Zalé dacoity was very creditable and the Pyawbwé police are 
grateful for the removal of two old and hardened criminals.”’ 


Yaméthin—The District Superintendent of Police remarks on the conduct of 
the Township Magistrates, generally. The Commissioner remarks :— 


“Two Township Officers were lax. The rest did their duty in violent crime cases 
fairly well. Detection is the business of the police and the police failed in it in most of the 
robbery cases.” 


The District Superintendent of Police remarks :— 


“From what I can sce, the Subordinate Magistrates and police work independently, 
I should always be pleased to see any of the Township Magistrates and talk over matters 
but they appear to hold aloof from Police Officers and so far within the five months that I 
have been in the district, only one Township Officer has been near me.” 
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The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 


“Last month I brought to the notice of Myodks their duty in this respect and have 
ordered all thugyis to visit the District Superintendent of Police on attending at head- 
quarters, so I hope there will be an improvement in this respect.” 


The Commissioner remarks :— 


“* District Superintendent of Police should send for them when he is on tour.” 


44. The value of property taken was Rs. 1,34,721 as against Rs. 91,536 in the 
previous year. The value of property recovered was Rs. 17,889 or 13 per cent., 
as against Rs. 6,945 or 8 per cent. in 1go1. Akyab, with a total of Rs. 27,494, 
heads the districts as regards value of property taken, and Amherst and Hantha- 
waddy with Rs. 22,554 and Rs, 22,501 respectively are second and third. The 
extent to which the investigations were held by superior officers of police is 
on the whole satisfactory except in the cases of Hanthawaddy, Théngwa and 
Henzada. 


Statement C. 


SECTION XXI.—MURDERS, 


Statement A. 45. The 13 cases of ‘‘ Murder by robbers and dacoits”” committed during the 

Partsland Ill. year under report shows an appreciable decrease when compared with the 18 cases 
committed during 1901. Tharrawaddy heads the list with 3 cases and Thongwa 
with 2 cases comes second. Seven cases were tried, of which 6 cases or 46 
per cent. of the cases dealt with ended in conviction. There was only 1 
case of murder by poison as against 4 cases during the previous year, but this 
case ended in acquittal. Two hundred and twenty-four cases of ‘‘ Other murders ” 
were dealt with as against 234 cases during the previous year. Hanthawaddy, 
Akyab, Tharrawaddy and Henzada in the order named are the districts in which 
this form of crime was most prevalent. Including the 1 case of murder by 
poison, of the 225 cases of murder, 178 cases were sent for trial and 113 cases or 
50 per cent. of the cases dealt with or 63 per cent. of the cases tried, resulted in 
conviction, as against 50 per cent. and 59 per cent. during the previous year. 
Detection was good except in Henzada, Mergui and Yaméthin, all three of which 
only show a percentage 20 of cases convicted to cases tried. 


SECTION XXII.—CATTLE-THEFTS. 


Statement A. 46. Two thousand one hundred and forty-five cases were dealt with as against 
Fass Pend ths 2,380 cases in 1901, being a decrease of 235 cases. Three thousand seven hun- 
dred and sixteen head of cattle valued at Rs. 2,57,863 were stolen as compared 
with 4,050 head valued at Rs. 2,83,108 during 1901. Of this number 1,899 head 
valued at Rs. 1,48,983 were recovered as compared with 2,052 head valued at 
Rs. 1,55,764 during the previous year. The percentage of recoveries in 1g01 and 
1902 were 55 and 58 per cent. respectively. The percentage of true cases ending 
in conviction to cases dealt with is 41, which is. the same as the previous year, 
and the percentage of cases convicted to tried is 71, which is an increase of 1 per 
cent. over 1901. This form of crime was worst in the Prome, Tharrawaddy and 
Hanthawaddy districts, all three of which show over 200 cases each, and 
in Pegu and Thatén, which show 129 and 146 cases respectively. The remaining 
districts all show under 100. Though Prome heads the list, a substantial de- 
crease of 72 cases occurred there. Tharrawaddy shows a decrease of 40 cases and 
Hanthawaddy an increase of 34 cases. In connection with cattle-thefts, only 4 
villages were fined in Hanthawaddy, 1 in Pegu and none in Tharrawaddy and 
Prome. The Track law was enforced in 17 cases in Amherst, 15 in Bassein, 13 
in Meiktila, and 8 in Magwe. The non-enforcement of the Track law in the 
Tharrawaddy and Prome districts and its meagre enforcement in 1 and 4 
cases in the Pegu and Hanthawaddy districts, are not explained and reports will 
be called for. Cattle-theft maps are maintained in the Prome, Tharrawaddy, 
Hanthawaddy, and Pegu districts. The maps maintained in Prome show that for 
the Paungdé and Thégén townships, the general runs for stolen cattle are south- 
west and south-east respectively, and the cattle are no doubt taken across the 
Tharrawaddy district. The Shwedaung map shows that the general trend is 
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north-east in the direction of Taungdwingyi, Magwe district. The Distric+¢ 
Superintendent of Police, however, remarks that in the majority of cases stolen 
cattle are only taken to grazing-grounds for purposes of pyan pé or black-mail. 

Pegu.—The Deputy Cominissioncr advocates that strenuous efforts be made 
to induce people to look after their cattle as was done when he was in charge of 
the Henzada district, and the Commissioner states that this matter might be 
dealt with otherwise and elsewhere. 

Prome.—The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 

‘The decrease of 72 cases in cattle-theft is altogether satisfactory. 

“Thefts have been reported fully. Prome subdivision has improved greatly, many 
of the thefts reported against it having been committed by Paungdé men, The measures 
taken under the Village Act, and the hunting down of so-called absconders, are at last having 
an appreciable effect.” 

Tharrawaddy.—The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 


“ Here, again, the preparation of cases was good while successful working on the whole 
was poor. With village defences in good order and watches kept up it should be impossible 
to steal an animal from the inside of a village.” 

“Orders have been issued regarding the hering of cattle by responsible people, and 
this necessity will be constantly dinned into the ears of headmen. The decrease in true 
cases is very satisfactory and the police deserve every credit.” 

Thatén.—The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— ; 

“J think cases are pretty well reported. The village referred to is one, where the 
police work has been for long in a badcondition and where people thought it useless to lay 
information.” 

“Cattle are not herded or penned and there isno legal way of enforcing either. Bee 
sides its advisability is much open to doubt as large herds spread disease.” 


SECTION XXIIIL—ORDINARY THEFTS. 


47. Nine thousand one hundred and seventy-eight cases of Ordinary theft were 
dealt with during the year, being an increase of 150 cases ascompared with 1gor. 
Six-thousand and fifty cases were tried and 4,505 cases or 74 per cent. ended in con- 
viction as against 5,840 tried and 4,374 or 75 per cent. ending in conviction during 
1901. The percentage of cases convicted to cases dealt with is'49 as compared 
with 48 per cent. in 1gol. 

The value of property stolen was Rs. 5,56,476 as against Rs. §5,32,741 in the 
previous year. The value of property recovered was Rs 1,36,412 or 25 per cent., 
as against Rs. 1,25,036 or 23 per cent. in 1901. 

Although thefts have increased slightly, the result of police action in connec- 
tion therewith shows a slight improvement. During the year under report Han- 
thawaddy heads the list as regards value of property stolen, the amount being 
Rs, 50,566. In 1901 Théngwa occupied this unenviable position with a total of 
Rs. 64,000. Hanthawaddy with 834, Bassein with 773, Théngwa with 669, and 
Tharrawaddy with 673, are the four leading districts as regards the number of 
thefts. Only one district, namely, Mergui, shows a percentage of under 30 of 
cases ending in conviction to cases dealt with. 

Bassein.—The District Superintendent of Police having remarked to the 
more correct classification and to the more regular reporting of petty and other 
thefts by headmen of villages, the Commissioner remarks as follows :— 

“T hope this is the true explanation, but I doubt it. The Bassein police have failed 


both in the suppression and detection of theft. The amount of property stolen has nearly 
doubled and the percentage recovered fallen.” 


Théngwa.—The Commissioner remarks as follows : — 


“ Subordinate Magistrates do not, I fear, understand the classification of cases after 
trial. They classify them as ‘false’ or ‘mistaken’ not with regard to the case itself but 
with regard to the truth or otherwise of the charge against the accused person or persons 
whom they have tried. 


“The action of tie police under this head is, on the whole, satisfactory.” 
Tharrawaddy.—The Deputy Commissioner remarks :— 


“ Detection in true cases of theft worked up to 65 per cent. which is distinctly good. 
This class of crime appears to have been well dealt with.” 
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SECTION XXIV.—OFFENCES UNDER THE EXCISE ACT. 


48. The number of true cases dealt with under the Excise Act was 2,947 
cases as against 2,559 in the previous year. Convictions were obtained in 2,718 
or 92 per cent. of cases dealt with. All districts show good detection. In the 
Hanthawaddy district 39 illicit stills were seized, 18 in the Pegu district, 20 in 
Bassein, and 2 large stills containing over 3,000 quarts in the Henzada district. 
There were large seizures of illicit liquor in Prome, Pegu, Bassein and Bhamo 
districts. Three thousand two hundred and twelve tolas of ganja in Prome, 1,128 


-toias in Pegu, 7,237 in Toungoo and lesser quantities in Henzada, Thayetmyo, 
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Pakékku and Bhamo districts were also seized. One hundred viss were destroyed 
in the Prome district. 


SECTION XXV.—OF FENCES UNDER THE OPIUM ACT. 


49. Offences under the Opium Act show an appreciable increase, which is no 
doubt due to the new scheme now being enforced. Two thousand two hundred 
and fifty-one cases were dealt with as against 1,467 in the previous year. Two 
thousand one hundred and thirty-eight cases or 95 per cent. of cases dealt with 
resulted in conviction as against 1,384 cases or 94 percent, in the previous year. 
Two thousand nine hundred and thirty-four persons were dealt with as against 2,015 
in 1go1, and 2,294 or 78 per cent. were convicted as compared with 1,565 or 78 
per cent. in the previous year. Bhamo with 22,414 tolas, Myitkyina with 19,023, 
Ruby Mines with 12,909, and Kyauksé with 11,689 tolas report the biggest 
seizures. The eleven thousand six hundred and eighty-nine tolas shown against 
pia was made in one seizure and a reward of Rs. 1,790 was paid to the in-. 
ormers. 


Myitkyina.—The District Superintendent of Police remarks :— 


“‘ Most of the opium is brought down during the cold season at a time when the river 
is hidden by a thick fog through which the boats can easily pass without being seen in spite 


' of a close watch being kept.” 
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Ruby Mines.—The District Superintendent of Police remarks :-— 

“In spite, however, of the increased activity on the part of the police, | am sure 
that smuggling, which is still carried out on a big scale, remains undetected. 1 trust the 
Deputy Commissioner will give really good rewards as the only way my men get information 
is by paying heavily for it.” 


SECTION XXVI.—OFFENCES UNDER THE GAMBLING ACT. 


50. One thousand seven hundred and seventy-eight cases under the Gambling 
Act were dealt with as against 1,612 cases in 1901. Of this number 1,426 cases 
or 80 per cent. ended in convictidn as against 84 per cent. in the previous year. 
Eleven thousand nine hundred and ninety-three persons were dealt with, of whom 
7,799 or 65 per cent were convicted. Henzada and Myingyan districts with 280 
and 265 cases respectively, show the greatest number of cases, but the District 
Superintendent of Police, Henzada, makes no remarks and the District Superin- 
tendent of Police, Myingyan, remarks that the gambling in his district was trivial. 
The Deputy Commissioner, Pegu, suggests that legislation is necessary to control 
race meetings of all kinds among the Burmans, but the Commissioner does not 
support him. The Commissioner, Tenasscrim, draws attention to unchecked cart 
races inthe Thatén district, which is due to the Chief Court’s tuling restricting 
the word “ pwé” to dramatic performances. He says these races cause much 
harm and is of opinion that legislation, which was once suggested but allowed to 
drop, is necessary. 


SECTION XXVII.—OFFENCES UNDER THE ARMS ACT. 


51. There were 322 cases dealt with during the year under report as against 
337 inthe previous year. Three hundred cases or 93 percent. were convicted, the 
percentage for the previous vear beingthesame. Thirty-two firearms were seized 
or surrendered during the year as against 38 in the previous year. Four hundred 
end fifty-two persons were dealt with, 423 tried and 332 or 73 percent. of persons 
dealt with were convicted. The figures for the previous year were 470 persons 
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dealt with, 437 tried and 341 or 73 percent. convicted. Two thousand four 
hundred and forty persons held licenses for firearms as against 2,255 during the 
previous year. The highest number of licenses was 273 in Toungoo, 269 in 
Upper Chindwin and 221 in Myitkyina districts. 


SECTION XXVIII.—NON-COGNIZABLE CRIME. 


52. There were 22,530 cases during the year, being.an increase of 1,508 
over the previous year’s figures. The highest increases occurred in Théngwa 
(447), Amherst (383) and Shwebo (293). Forty-three cases or ‘19 per cent. were 
referred to the police for enquiry as against 60 cases or * 29 per cent. during 1901. 
Nine hundred and eight cases or 4 per cent. as against 884 or 4 per cent. were 
taken up by the police on the assumption that they were cognizable, The 
principal increases are shown under “ Voluntarily causing hurt” (448 cases) 
“Intimidation, insult, and annoyance” (257 cases) and “ Maintenance of wives 
and children” (186 cases). A further noticeable decrease of 204 cases over the 
previous year’s figures is shown under “ Criminal force.” 


SECTION XXIX,—WORKING OF THE PREVENTIVE SECTIONS OF 
THE LAW. 


53. The year’s figures show a further falling off in the number of persons 
proceeded against under the bad livelihood sections, 3,186 persons being brought 
up as against 3,556 in 1901 and 4,095 in 1900. Two thousand five hundred and 
thirty-two persons or 79 per cent. were convicted as against 2,738 persons or 77 
per cent. during 1901. Bhamo with 50 per cent., Yaméthin with 54 per cent., 
Kyauksé with 60 per cent., and Ruby Mines with 62 per cent. show the worst 
percentages of convictions and consequently prosecutions could not have been 
well considered. The District Superintendent of Police, Pegu, remarks that the 
Magistrates are too heavily worked to allow of their devoting the necessary time 
to these prosecutions. The police would, he says, have sent up many more cases, 
had they not known that the Magistrates could not take them up promptly. 
The Deputy Commissioner concurs in these remarks. The Deputy Commissioner, 
Prome, praises the way in which bad livelihood prosecutions were worked in the 
Paungdé subdivision. The District Superintendent of Police, Amherst, reports 
that great delay occurred, especially in Moulmein town, in Magistrates sanction- 
ing prosecutions. A delay of 15 days occurred in several cases before sanction 
could be obtained, the accused in the meantime absconding. The District Super- 
intendent of Police, Shwebo, reports that headmen are reluctant to give evidence 
against bad characters. The District Superintendent of Police, Yaméthin, reports 
that none of the Township Magistrates realize their responsibilities in connection 
with the preventive sections and in proof of this adds that “‘ there is not a single 
case on record, which has been taken up by any Magistrate in the district.” The 
Commissioner remarks :— 

“] think that Township Officers have been slack about this matter as arule. They 
have been stirred up.” 


SECTION XXX.—POLICE SURVEILLANCE OVER RELEASED CON- 
VICTS AND PARDONED OFFENDERS. 


54. At the end of 1901 the number of registered criminals and pardoned 
offenders amounted to 20,090. Owing to a mistake in the figures of the 
Prome district, which showed 1,921 instead of 2,397, the figures given in the 
annual report for 1901 were wrong by 476. During the year 1902, 4,136 persons 
were added, bringing up the total at the end of the year to 24,226. Of this 
number 3,393 returned to honest livelihood and were expunged from the registers, 
and 1,197 emigrated or died during the year. Deducting these figures from the 
total of 24,226, we have left 19,636 persons borne on the register at the end of 
the year, of whom 6,850 were in Jail, and the whereabouts of 3,288 were unknown. 
At the end of the year 9,498 persons were under surveillance, of whom 1,571 
were: classed as “ livelihood doubtful,” and 7,927 as “‘ honest.’ Surveillance 


over released criminals is reported from all districts to have been well maintained, : 


the reporting of beat constables being on the whole satisfactory. 
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SECTION XXXI.—PROCLAIMED AND ABSCONDED OFFENDERS. 


55. During the year under report, 1,091 proclaimed and absconded offend- 
ers were advertised in the Supplement to the Police Gazette, as against 1,174 
during the previous year. Evidence under section 512, Criminal Procedure Code, 
was recorded in 840 cases as compared with 795 in 1901. Four persons sur- 
rendered themselves, 388 were arrested and the names of 8 were removed from the 
Supplement to the Police Gazette on account of death or other causes. The 
Deputy Commissioner, Prome, remarks :— 

“The hunting down of absconders is at last proceeding satisfactorily, and in addition 
several men from other districts have been traced.”, 

The Commissioner, Arakan, expresses doubt that any trouble is taken to 
arrest absconders unless rewards are offered. 


SECTION XXXII.—IDENTIFICATION OF OLD OFFENDERS. 


56. During the year under report, 2,821 persons were re-convicted as against 
2,538 during the previous year. Of this number of 2,821, 2,803 were identified 
by police, -and 18 persons (5 in Toungoo, 9 in Thatén, 2in Thayetmyo, 1 in 
Bhamo and 1 in Myingyan) by Jail officials. The system of identification of old 
offenders by means of finger impressions was in force in all districts except the 
Arakan Hill Tracts and the Northern and Southern Shan States. 

One thousand three hundred and forty-five references were made to the 
Bureau for identification, and 162 or 12 per cent. were traced. Of the total 
number of references made, 755 were made by Rangoon town, and 88 or 12 
per cent. of these were traced. There were 183 references from other provinces, 
but only 6 of these were traced. In 68 of the 162 cases traced, enhanced punish- 
ments were inflicted. At the end of the year there were 30,794 slips in the Bureau 
as compared with 20,860 at end of 1go!, being an increase of 9,934. Of the 
total number of 30,794 slips in the Bureau, 20,794 concerned released criminals 
and 10,000 concerned convicts in jail. Expert evidence was rendered necessary 
in only eight cases. Only one Inspector was put through a course of instruction 
during the year under report. 


SECTION XXXIII.—BEAT-PATROLS. 


57- The number of beat patrols during the year under report was 1,876 or 
an increase of 17 beats over the previous year and the average number of villages 
in each beat was 20. The average area in square miles of each beat increased 
from 84 to 92. Four hundred and twenty-seven cases were brought to light 
during the year as against 516 in the previous year. The beat patrol system is in 
full working order in all districts except Northern Arakan and Southern and 
Northern Shan States. The Commissioner, Arakan, remarks in connection with 
the beat patrols in the Kyaukpyu and Sandoway districts that he is satisfied that 
beat constables are useless except in pairs, as they won’t go out singly. The 
Deputy Commissioner, Bassein, remarks that the beat constables do not do their 
work satisfactorily. The Commissioner in agreeing to this, states, however, that 
the beat constables themselves are not entirely to blame, but that the fault lies 
in their beats being too large. The maps in certain districts require renewing, 
and applications for new maps are being dealt with as received. 


SECTION XXXIV.—VILLAGE HEADMEN AND RURAL POLICE. 


58. The relations between village headmen and the police are reported to be 
with few exceptions, quite satisfactory. Many districts furnished reports of 
valuable assistance rendered by village headmen, and all assistance rendered has 
been promptly rewarded. The District Superintendents of Police, Akyab, Katha, 
and Yaméthin report badly on the thugyis, but the Deputy Commissioners though 
acknowledging that some thugyis are slack, do not endorse the opinions of the 
District Superintendents of Police. The District Superintendents of Police, 
Amherst, Pegu and Prome, report that there has been a marked change for the 
better in the amount of assistance rendered by thugyis and give several instances 
of really good work done. 
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SECTION XXXV.—ESCAPES FROM POLICE CUSTODY. 


59. During the year under review the police had to guard a total of 43,468 
persons arrested, which is an increase of 2,632 over the previous year’s figures. 
Notwithstanding the larger number of prisoners to be guarded, escapes fell from 
43 to 25, which is a most satisfactory decrease. The percentage of escapes to 
arrests is ‘058 as against ‘10 in 1901, but the percentage of recaptured to escapes 
fell from 65 to 60. 


The figures for the year are—

The policemen responsible for these escapes were dealt with as follows :— 


Seven Civil and 4 Military policemen were judicially convicted, 4 Civil 
policemen were either discharged or acquitted, and 11 Civil and 2 Military 
policemen were departmentally punished. At the close of the year 6 Military 
policemen were still pending trial and 1 Military policeman in the Théngwa 
district while undergoing treatment in hospital committed suicide rather than face 
his trial. Besides the escapes from police custody referred to above, the follow- 
ing escapes also took place. 

In the Pegu district a prisoner made over by the arresting constable to a ten- 
house gaung and 9 villagers for safe custody was allowed to escapee The con- 
stable was exonerated from blame, but the village was punished with fine. 

In the Prome district 1 prisoner, who, after escaping, surrendered himself, was 
discharged by the Magistrate. The District Magistrate, however, being dissatis- 
fied with the Magistrate’s decision, set aside the order of discharge and referred 
the case to the Subdivisional Magistrate, Paungdé, for trial, but in the meantime 
the prisoner had absconded and has not yet been re-arrested. 

In the Théngwa district there were 2 escapes from the custody of village 
headmen, both, however, being recaptured. No mention is made as to whether the 
headmen responsible were punished. 

In Myingyan 2 previously escaped convicts surrendered themselves during 
the year. One of these was convicted and the other pending trial at the close of 
the year. 

th the Bassein district a prisoner who escaped in 1896 was recaptured during 
the year and convicted. 


SECTION XXXVI.—PUNITIVE POLICE. 


60. The Punitive Police force imposed on seven villages in the Petyé circle, 
Myanaung subdivision, Henzada district, for a period of nine months commencing 
from the 1st November 1901, and mentioned in last year’s report was done away 
with on the 1st August 1902. 


SECTION XXXVII.—RAILWAY POLICE. 


61. Sanctioned strength.—The sanctioned strength at the beginning of the 
year was 1 District Superintendent of Police, 5 Inspectors, 7 Head Constables, 72 
sergeants and 242 constables. 

During the year, consequent on the (a) extension of the line from Letpadan 
to Tharrawaw, (4) the abolition of the Treasure-guard at Rangoon station, (¢) 
the raising of the Nyaunglebin outpost to the status of a police-station, (d) the 
allowance of an extra orderly to the District Superintendent, (e) the addition of 
1. man to the allowances of “sick” and “on leave,” and (/) the opening of the 
new line from Henzada to Bassein; the force was increased by 1 Inspector and 
3 constables. The first grade of sergeants was raised from 16 to 17, but the third 
grade was reduced from 34 to 33. 

Proposition statements for a large increase to the force consequent on the 
opening out of the new lines from Letpadan to Tharrawaw and from Henzada to 
Bassein, were sent up to Government, but the necessary sanction was not re- 
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ceived before the close of the year. With the exception of 109 Natives of India, 
the force is composed of Burmans who are recruited from the districts through 
which the line passes, and endeavours are made to post these men as far as pos- 
sible within their own districts. 


62. Cost.—The cost increased by Rs. 1,601-7-4, the figures for 1901 and 1902 
being Rs. 93,390 and Rs. 94,991-7-4, respectively. This increase is explained 
in the foregoing section. 

The cost of the force, with the exception of the Instructors and recruits at 
the depét, who are paid for entirely by the Government, is divided between the 
Government and the Burma Railways Company in the ratio of 3 to 7. 


63. Distribution.—One hundred and forty-eight watchmen for the safe-guard- 
ing of good-sheds, goods-wagons and railway property, were maintained through- 
out the year. 


64. Statistics of area, &c.—There are 1,177 miles of line open for traffic, and 
this area is protected by 19 police-stations and 24 outposts. Owing to the 
jurisdiction of the Pegu police-station being too large and unwieldy, it was found 
necessary to raise Nyaunglebin outpost to the status of a police-station, and this 
conversion led to excellent results. A new outpost, consisting of one sergeant 
and three constables was established at Tharrawaw consequent on the Letpadan- 
Tharrawaw extension. 


65. Proportion of the Police engaged on prevention and detection of crime.— 


Excluding the District Superintendent of Police, of the 330 men, 94 are em- 
ployed on duties not connected with the prevention and detection of crime, such 
as office work, station writers, instructors, escort duty, training depét, &c. 

This leaves a balance of 236 who are engaged on the detection and preven- 
tion of crime, the proportion being one man to every 4'9 miles of line, and one to 
every 2°94 cases. 

Twenty-three sergeants and 13 Constables are employed on travelling duty 
with night-passenger trains. 


66. Sanctioned and actual strength—The force was 2 short of the sanctioned 


strength at the close of the year. 


As difficulty is experienced in getting good men from the Katha and Myit- 
‘kyina districts, the Shwebo and Sagaing districts have to be drawn upon for suit- 
able men for those districts. 


67. Armament.—Each Inspector and Head Constable is provided with a sword 
and revolver, the sergeants are armed with das, and the constables with both 
das and batons. 


68. Punishments and rewards.—Discipline has been good, and the service, 
judging from the small number of resignations, namely, 40, is popular. The re- 
cruits were responsible for a large number of resignations due, no doubt, to the 
strict training at the depdt. There were only 2 deserters, and these were Natives 
of India who returned to their country on leave and failed to come back. The 
departmental punishments, involving 20 officers and 77 men were higher than in 
1gO!. 
A most satisfactory feature of the year’s working is the small number of 
Magisterial punishments inflicted—there being only 3, 1 under section 29 of the 
Police Act, 1 for permitting a prisoner to escape and 1 for extortion. 

One hundred and eighteen men were rewarded by promotion, 42 received 
money rewards, and 16 received good service certificates. Of these latter, 5 
-certificates were granted by different District Superintendents of Police for the 
detection of cases occurring in their districts. These figures are greatly in excess 
-of those for 1901 when only 24 men received money rewards and 5 good service 
certificates. 

69. Education and tratning.—Two hundred and sixty officers and menor 80 
per cent. are literate. One-third of the force is composed of Natives of India, the 
large majority of whom are illiterate. | 
' Out of 144 men required by rule to be trained, 141 underwent training, and 
all qualified, 
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Out of 77 recruits enlisted during the year, 20 left the service by discharge 
or otherwise. Of the balance of 57, 31 were sent to the depét for traiping, 21 
passed out and 10 are still under training at the close of the year. 

Three recruits who were under training at the end of 1901, qualified and pass- 
ed out of the depot. 

Twelve recruits who were enlisted during 1901, were sent for training to the 
depot during 1902 and all qualified. 

The total number of recruits who underwent training during the year was 46, 
of which number 36 passed out, 10 being still under training at the close of the 
year. 

70. Length of service—The Railway Police force was organized in 1890. At 
the close of the year there were only 56 men of over ten years’ service. As. 
there are very few resignations among men of over two years’ service, and as the 
‘force has only been in existence for 12 years, the number of men with over ten 
years’ service should rise steadily year by year. It is calculated that at the end 
of the current year, the number of men with over ten years’ service will rise to 68. 


71. Casualties, &c.—Qwing to the promotion in the Railway Police being 
more rapid than in districts, service in the force is popular, and consequently the 
percentage of casualties to actual strength, is smaller than that in some districts. 
There were only two desertions, which have been already referred to. Many of 
the recruits who resigned through home-sickness and the irksomeness of the 
strict discipline maintained at the depét, applied for re-enlistment, but their 
applications were refused in order to discourage these impetuous resignations. 


72. Health of the force.—With the exception of the Katha district and the 
Northern Shan States, where malaria is rife, the health of the force has been 
exceptionally good. 


73. State of buildings and defences.—No exception can be taken to the 
housing of the police throughout the line. Rent is charged for all the buildings by 
the Railways Company. 

74. Inspecttons.—With the exception of Nyaunglebin, Thazi junction, Myin- 
gyan, Kyauksé, Sagaing, Ménywa and Myitkyina, all of which were inspected 
once, the remaining stations were inspected twice or more by the District Superin- 
tendent of Police. All the outposts were also inspected at least once by the 
District Superintendent of Police, who performed 88 inspections during the year 
as well as three inspections of his office. 

Inspections by the Inspectors were frequent and thorough. The Inspector- 
General of Police inspected the police-station at Mandalay and the Training 
depét at Ywataung, and the Deputy Inspector-General, the Prome, Pegu, Myin- 
gyan and Toungoo police-stations. 


75. Cognizable crime.—Five hundred and fourteen true cases of cognizable 
crime were dealt with as against 523 in the previous year. There was an increase 
of 1 case in Classes I and IJ, an increase of 2 cases in Class III, a decrease of 1 
case in Class IV, an increase of 12 cases in Class V, and a decrease of 24 cases 
in Class VI. Only 2 cases being convicted out of 9 under sections 457 to 460, 
Indian Penal Code, is a bad result, due mainly to the proceeds being disposed of 
in the interior of districts. There were three true cases of placing obstacles on 
the line. One of these, however, was merely a technical case in which two boys 
inthe Myingyan district placed some stones onthe line. They were arrested and 
sent up for trial, but the case ended in acquittal and discharge. The second case, 
however, was a bad one, an attempt being made to wreck the down mail near 
Penwégén station (Pegu district). Fortunately only the leading wheels of the 
engine were derailed and only slight damage caused to the line. Three accused 
were sent up for trial, but the case ended in acquittal. The third case was the 
placing of an iron demarcation-post on the line between Kywebwé and Nyaung- 
chidauk (Toungoo district). It was, however, knocked off by some engine without 
any damage being done, and it is not even known when and by what engine it was 
knocked off. No clue has been obtained. 


76. General results of Police work.—Out of the 229 true cases investigated 
under Classes I to V, 127 or 55 per cent. ended in conviction. This is an increase 
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on last year’s percentage of 51 per cent. Under Classes I to VI, investigation 
was refused in 34 cases or 5 per cent., as against 4 per cent. in Igol, 

Under Classes I to V, 286 persons were dealt with, of whom 155 or 54 per 
cent. were convicted, the figures for 1901 being 223 persons, of whom 122 or 55 
per cent. were convicted. 

Against serial No. 57 of Statement A, 60 true cases were dealt with and 58 
or 97 per cent. resulted in conviction. This is an improvement on the 94 per 
cent. in the previous year. Under this heading, the percentage of persons con- 
victed to persons dealt with, 87 per cent. were convicted as against 92 per cent. 
in 1901. 

The variations from the previous year’s figures are so slight that comment is 
” unnecessary. 

77. Violent crime.—Violent crime has more than doubled, 9 cases being re- 
ported during 1902 as against 4 casesin1go!. The results obtained are also bad. 
Two cases were under investigation at the end of 1901. Eleven cases were 
therefore dealt with during the year under report. Of these 3 have been 
shown as “ false” or ‘ mistaken,” 1 is pending trial ‘and 1 is under investigation. 
This leaves 6 true cases, in none of which have convictions been obtained. One 
- case of robbery with hurt was acquitted, and in the second case no clue has been 
obtained. In both cases only money was taken, which of course renders detec- 
. tion most difficult. The value of property taken was Rs. 1,189, none of which 
has been recovered. All 6 cases were investigated by Inspectors and the 
District Superintendent of Police visited the scenes of 4 out of the 6 cases. Fire- 
arms were not used in any of the cases. 

Of the 3 murders 1 has been detected and sent up for trial and conviction 
is probable, 1 was sent up and acquitted, and the third remains undetected. 


78. Cattle-thefts——Five cases were reported during the year, but 4 of these 
were shown as “ mistaken,” leaving 1 true case, which ended in conviction. 

79. Ordinary thefts.—One hundred and seventy-one true cases were dealt 
with as against 156 in 1901. Ninety-five or 56 per cent. ended in conviction as 
against 54 per cent. in 1901. 

The value of property stolen was Rs. 18,612-6-9, as against Rs. 7,606 in 
1go1. Of this amount Rs. 6,255 or 34 per cent. was recovered as against 46 per 
cent. in the previous year. 

There were 30 true cases of thefts from passenger trains, 20 cases of thefts 
from wagons, and 5 cases of thefts from goods sheds. 

80. Offences under the Excise Act.—There were 43 true cases, as against 23 
in 1901. Ninety-five per cent. of these ended in conviction, the percentage 
for 1901 being 96. 

‘Twelve thousand two hundred and fifty-six tolas of ganja were seized as 
against 3,010 tolas in Igor. 

Almost the whole of this amount of ganja was brought. from the Pegu Yomas 
by Natives of India. 

81. Offences under the Opium Act.—Forty true cases were dealt with, of 
which 87 per cent. ended in conviction; the figures for 1901 showed a percentage 
of 98 per cent. convicted out of a total of 41 cases dealt with. 

Twenty thousand four hundred and seventy-eight tolas of opium were seized 
as against 31,534 tolas during 1901. 

82. Offences under the Gambling Act.—There were only 3 cases, all end- 
ing in conviction as against 2 cases in 1901, both of which were also convicted. 

The District Superintendent of Police attributes an increase of crime on-the 
Rangoon-Prome section to the heavy gambling carried on at Okkan in Hantha- 
waddy. In connection with this, I would mention that the Township Magistrate, 
the Inspector of Police and the Head Constable were all three reduced. 

83. Proclaimed and absconded offenders.—Eight persons were advertised in 
Part II of the Supplement of the Police Gazette. Evidence was recorded in all 8 
cases under section 512, Criminal Procedure Code, and 2 of the 8 were even- 
tually arrested and convicted. Five abscenders required by the District Police 
were arrested by the Railway Police. 
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The identification of old offenders has also been good, and 22 persons with 
previous convictions were re-convicted during the year. 


84. Village headmen.—Village headmen rendered assistance when called 
upon to do so and their relations with the Railway Police were cordial. 


85. Escapes from police custody.—Only one escape took place, but the pri- 
soner was soon re-arrested and convicted for escaping. The constable in fault 
was also convicted. 


86. Services of. oficers.—Mr. A. B. Skinner, Officiating District Superinten- 
dent of Police, held charge throughout the year. Mr. Skinner brings to notice 
the services of Inspectors Munro, Maxwell and Oxlade and of officiating Inspector 
ieee 4 Pe Cho of the Training Depét. The latter for good work done was promoted 
from Chief Head Constable to officiating Inspector and was granted a certificate 
of Honour on Coronation Day. 





SECTION XXXVIII—GENERAL ORDERS ISSUED DURING THE 
YEAR. 


87. Below is a brief summary of the more important orders issued during the 
year :— 


(1) Orders fixing the minimum number of inspections to be performed by 
District Superintendents of Police. 

(2) Extension of .powers of District Superintendents of Police to (a) re- 
enlist men who have resigned and (4) to remove or dismiss officers 
up to and of the rank of 1st grade sergeants without obtaining the 
previous sanction of the Deputy Inspector-General in either case. 

(3) Orders regarding investigation into thefts of arms from British or 
Native troops and from Military and Civil police. 

(4) Orders regarding the submission of certain returns relating to counter- 
feit coins and coining. 

(5) Revised orders regarding notification of residence by released convicts 
against whom an order has been passed under section 565, Criminal 
Procedure Code. 

(6) Explanatory orders regarding the meaning of cases “ brought to light ” 
by beat patrol constables. These orders were necessitated owing to 
the diversity of procedure which existed. 

(7) Revision of the orders for the grant of departmental rewards to Civil 
Police Officers. 

(8) Explanatory orders regarding new form of Annual Police Adminis- 
tration Report. 





SECTION XXXIX.—SERVICES OF OFFICERS. 


88. Major (temporary ‘Lieutenant-Colonel) H. Parkin, I.A., officiated as 
Inspector-General of Police from 1st January to the 20th April. 

He was relieved on the 21st April by Colonel S.C. F. Peile, C.I.E., I.A., 
who held charge to the end of the year. 

Mr. James Dixon was Deputy Inspector-General of Civil Police from 1st Janu- 
ary tothe 5th March, when he was relieved by Mr. R. B. Hawkes, who held charge 
to the end of the year, Mr Dixon has since retired. 

Major R. F. C. Gordon, I.A., officiated as Deputy Inspector-General of 
Military Police from 1st January to the 21st April, when he was relieved by Major 
H. Parkin, who held the appointment till the 31st October. Captain F. W. C. 
Turner then assumed charge and held it till the 23rd November, when Major 
R. F. C. Gordon was appointed officiating Deputy Inspector-General of Military 
Police and held the appointment to the end of the year. 
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Mr. A. G. Mayne was Deputy Inspector-General of Police for Supply and 
Clothing throughout the year. 

Mr, R. A. L. Fanshawe was in charge of the Police Secretariat from 1st 
January to the 29th April, when he was relieved by Mr. R. W. Martin, who held 
charge for the remainder of the year. 

Mr. H. S. T. Wallace was Personal Assistant to the Inspector-General of Police 
from 1st January to 2nd April, when he proceeded on leave and was relieved by 
Mr. C. E. Lloyd, who held charge till the 5th May, when he made over to 
Mr. F. C. C. Annesley, who held charge till the 12th June. Mr. Greenstreet, 
C.I.E., then held the appointment till the 30th June, when he was relieved by 
Mr. F. C. C. Annesely, who held charge for the remainder of the year. 

Mr. A. St. J. Ingle was Personal Assistant to the Deputy Inspector-General 
of Civil Police from the 1st January to the 23rd October when, on proceeding on 
leave, he made over charge to Mr. J. M. Law.

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SECTION I—STRENGTH, DISTRIBUTION, COST AND CASTE. 
(See TABLE E-1.) 


89. Strength and distribution.—The actual strength of the Military Police 
at the end of the year was 242 below sanctioned strength. Recruting parties are 
out. 

go. Reserve Battalion.—An armourer’s clerk was sanctioned during the 

ear. 
: gi. Myitkyina Battalion.— One Sikh and one Kachin company were raised. 
The N’Krang post was abolished in December 1902, and two new posts, z.e., Lepyi 
and Napaw, were established during the year. The garrison at Sima was raised 
from 175 to 200 rank-and-file from December 1902. 

92> Ruby Mines Battalion.—On the 1st January 1902, the Kumaoni com- 
pany was completed, and an armourer’s clerk was sanctioned. 

93. Chindwin Battalion.—The permanent outpost at Budalin in the Lower 
Chindwin district was abolished on the 16th June 1902, and the strength of the 
Yinmabyin post reduced from 40 to 30 men. 

94. Shwebo Battalion—The permanent outposts at Pinlébu and Wuntho 
were respectively increased from 40 and 70 to 52 and 85 men during the year, 
and an armourer’s clerk was sanctioned. 

95. Mandalay Battalion.—A new post of 30 men was established at Thazi 
in the Meiktila district on the 9th January 1902, the Bampon post of 113 men in 
the Southern Shan States was abolished on 12th May 1902, and a new post at 
Loilem of 78 men wasestablished in its stead. The post at Taunggyi was increas- 
ed from 57 to 113 men and the post at Thamakhan was reduced from 56 to 35 
men. The Railway guards at Myitngé and Makpweé were withdrawn on the 15th 
July and 1st December 1902, respectively. 

96. Rangoon Battalion.—The strength of the Battalion was increased by to 
rifles for one year from rst April 1902 for service at the Hlawga Water-works. 
Their services were dispensed with on the 1st November 1902. 

97. Toungoo Battalion.—The strength of the Battalion was increased during 
the year by 5 men, to furnish a guard for the Resident Excise Officer at Kara: 
thuri in the Mergui district. 

98. Arakan Hill Tracts—The strength of the Battalion was increased dur- 
ing the year by two men; an assistant armourer was also sanctioned.

SECTION II.—CASUALTIES, REWARDS AND PUNISHMENTS. (See 
TABLE B.) 


103. The percentage of casualties to average strength shows a slight increase 
in comparison with the figures of the previous year and there is a slight increase in 
the percentage of punishments to average strength. The discipline of the force 
was however good, and the relations of the men with the people were very satis- 
factory.

SECTION III.—HEALTH OF FORCE. (See TABLE C.) 


104, In comparison with the previous year the percentage of casualties from 
natural causes both in India and Burma showsa slight increase and the percen- 
tage of men sent on sick leave to India shows aslight decrease. The percentage 
of admissions to hospital shows a considerable increase. 

105. Myitkyina Battalion.—The number of deaths decreased by 9. There 
was a slight increase in sickness as compared with that of the preceding year. 

106. Ruby Mines Battalion.—The health of the Battalion during the year was 
indifferent although the free issue of warm clothing mentioned in last year’s report 
has been made. There was an increase in the admissions to hospital. There has 
been a considerable decrease in the number of men sent on sick leave to India. 

- 107, Chin Hills Battalton.-—There was an improvement in the health of the 
Battalion during the year. 

108. Shwebo Battalion.—-Fifty-nine men were sent on sick leave to India. 

There was a decrease in the number of admissions to hospital. The sickness in the 
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Katha district was a good deal in excess of other districts. The Battalion Com- 
mandant has been asked to carry out more frequent reliefs of the unhealthy out- 
posts of his Battalion. 

109. Magwe Battalion.—Ninety-five men were sent on sick leave to India qapiec. 
during the year as compared to 116 men last year. There was an increase in the 
admissions to hospital which was due to an outbreak of dengue. 

110. Mandalay Battalion.—The general health of the Battalion was fair. Table C. 
The Civil Surgeon, Southern Shan States, remarks :— 

‘‘ General health of the men at Taunggyi and Loilem fair, and at Loikaw and Thamakhan 


bad.” 
111. Lashio Battalion.—-There were 4,907 admissions into hospital both in 


and out door patients as against 4,678 in the previous year. This increase is chiefly 
due to malarial fever and ulcers. 
112. Rangoon Battalion.—One hundred and thirty-two men were sent on sick Table C, 

leave during the year against 81 last year. The number of deaths increased by 

12 and the admissions to hospital by 178. This is due to the battalion being over- 
worked, also to the unhealthy districts of Akyab and Kyaukpyu being fed by the 
Rangoon Battalion. 
. 113. Arakan Hill Tracts Battalion.—The number of deaths decreased by 7 Table C. 
and the admissions to hospital shows an increase. The cause of this increase is 

due to recruits who were constantly in hospital suffering from malaria. 


SECTION IV.—RECRUITING. 


114. The arrangements made for recruiting during the year proved satisfac- 
tory and men of good stamp wereenlisted. One thousand and thirteen recruits were 
enlisted including 21 Karens and 145 Kachins. Recruiting was carried on by the 
employment of recruiting parties in India through men on leave in India, and at 
the headquarters of Battalions in the case of men who presented themselves local- 
ly for enlistment. The recruiting of Kachins was carried on by the Battalion 
Commandant, Bhamo Battalion, and Karens by the Recruiting Officer for Karens, 


Toungoo. 
SECTION V.—EQUIPMENT. 


115. All Battalions are now re-armed with the Martini-Henry rifle, and with 
the exception of the Myitkyina, Bhamo, Northern Shan States and Chin Hills 
Battalions the furnishing of all Battalions with bandolier equipment has been com- 


pleted. 
SECTION VI.—TRANSPORT. 


116. The cost: of transport during the year under report was Rs. 68,785 
against Rs. 66,933 in the previous year. The increase is due partly to the cost of feed 
of transport ponies on duty in the Southern Shan States from February to Decem- 
ber 1901, being charged in this year and partly for carriage of kits between Tamu 
and Sittaung in connection with the tour of His Excellency the Viceroy, which was 
not charged in the previous year. The transport was up to sanctioned strength. 

Ninety-three ponies were purchased. The number of casualties during the 
year was 81. ; ee | 

117. Myitkyina Battalion.—Twelve Transport ponies died of surra. 

118. Chindwin Battalion.—Twelve Transport ponies were sent to the Shan 
States for duty in connection with the tour of His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor 
in March 1902. Five ponies died of surra, four in the Shan States and one at 


Kindat. 
SECTION VII.—MOUNTED INFANTRY. 


119. The state of efficiency of the Mounted Infantry was maintained. One 
hundred and seventy-six remounts were purchased. The number of casualties 
during the year was 66, a 

120. Ruby Mines Battalion.—Seven ponies died of anthrax at Shwebo. 

121. Rangoon Battalion.—In December 20 grey ponies were selected from 
the Rangoon, Mandalay, Ménywa and Bhamo Battalions and sent to Delhi for duty 
with His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Burma, at the Imperial Durbar. The 
men were detailed from the Rangoon Battalion. 
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SECTION VIII.—SUPPLY AND CLOTHING. 


122. A detailed report under this heading is submitted by the Deputy Ins- 
pector-General of Police for Supply and Clothing, Burma. 


SECTION IX.--MUSKETRY. 


123. Owing to the re-armament of the Military Police and the making of 
necessary alterations to the existing ranges to re-adapt them for the use of the 
Martini-Henry rifle being carried out during the past year it has been impossible 
to carry out any fixed musketry course and Battalion Commandants have exercised 
their men as far as possible in the manner they considered most suitable. 


Subadar-Major Surran Singh, Magwe Battalion, won the prize for revolver 
shooting, making a score of 93 points out of a possible 96. 


SECTION X.—BUILDINGS. 


124. Reserve Battalion —The permanent quarters reported last year as under 
construction were completed and occupied during the year under report. 

125. Mytkyina Battalion.—The buildings at Talawgyi and Waingmaw have 
been permanently rebuilt and the new Mounted Infantry stables at headquarters . 
completed. 


126. Ruby Mines Battalton—The Momeik post was totally destroyed by 
fire in March and has been rebuilt. It now covers a considerably larger area of 
ground to mitigate future risk of destruction by fire. 

127. Chindwin Battalion —Semi-permanent buildings at Homalin and first 
class temporary buildings at Maintaung and Haungpa outposts are under construc- 
tion and will be completed within the financial year of 1902-03. 


128. Shwebo Battalion.—The following buildings are in course of construction. 


Followers’ quarters at headquarters, Company kotes, Subadar-Majors’ quar- 
ters, semi-permanent buildings at Katha. 


The well reported to be under construction last year was completed this year. 


The buildings at headquarters and at outposts are in good repair and ac- 
commodation is sufficient. 


129. Mandalay Battalion.—The following buildings were constructed during 
the year. 


Quarters for eight native officers, barracks for 200 single men and ten mar- 
ried men. Quarters for 20 married men were also constructed at the Military 
Police depdt at the shore. All buildings at headquarters except the old native 
Officers quarters (which will be pulled down when new permanent quarters for 
which sanction has been granted are built) are of a permanent nature and the men 
are well housed. 

The construction of the semi-permanent post of Thazi was completed this 
year. 

130. Northern Shan States Battalion—The new permanent barracks at 
headquarters are practically completed, permanent barracks and a Fort at Kutkai 
were completed. The men are now comfortably housed. Shelters are very badly 
required at various stages on the Lashio-Tangyan road. 


SECTION XI—OTHER POINTS OF INTERIOR ECONOMY. 


131. A signalling class drawn from men of all Battalions was held at Pyawbwé 
under the instruction of Captain Haldane, Assistant Commandant, and the result 
has been satisfactory, Captain Haldane giving a good report of the progress 
made. 

132. Northern Shan States Battalion.—The gardens started at Kutkai and 
Tangyan continue to be satisfactory and are reported by the Battalion Command- 
ant to be flourishing. 

133. Shwebo Battalion.—The Lucerne garden started for Mounted Infantry 
ponies at headquarters has turned out a success. 
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SECTION XII.—ACTIVE SERVICE. 


134. Bhamo Battalion.—The usual escorts were supplied to the Civil Officers. 
A party of one Jemadar and 50 Kachins were employed in the Myitkyina district 
during the open season. A party of one Subadar, and 35 men proceeded with the ~ 
Deputy Commissioner, Bhamo, to the Frontier. An escort of one Havildar and 
16 men accompanied General M. Protheroe to Paukan. 

135. Ruby Mines Battalion.—The usual escort of 30 men was employed in the 
Kadaung. 

136. Magwe Battalion —A punitive force of 233 rifles is now engaged in the 
vicinity of Khrum village. As the party did not march from Mindat till after the 
commencement of the new year, and as little is known of their movements, the 
matter will be reported on in next year’s report. 

137. Northern Shan States Battalion.—Furnished the usual escorts to survey 
parties. Anescort of 25 rifles was also furnished to the Assistant Political Officer, 
Kutkai, touring in the North Hsenwi State. An extra 25 men are to join this 
party immediately. 


SECTION XIII—ESCAPES, 


138. During the year there were 8 escapes from Military Police custody 
against 14 in the previous year. 


SECTION XIV.—MAGISTERIAL POWERS. 


139. Nine cases were tried by Commandants during the year; no cases were 
tried by the Adjutants, Lower Burma, 


SECTION XV.—INSPECTIONS. 


140. Reserve Battalion—The Battalion was inspected by the Inspector- 
General of Police on the 25th and 26th July. 


141+ Bhamo Battalton.—His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor, inspected the 
Battalion on the 17th February, and expressed his high appreciation of the ef- 
ficiency of the Battalion and pronounced the Mounted Infantry ponies as the best 
he had seen... 7 

The Battalion was inspected by Lieutenant-General Sir G. Wolseley, K.C.B., 
Commanding Madras Command, onthe 17th February. The Battalion paraded 
in Brigade with the 30th Burma Infantry, At the conclusion of the parade 
General Sir G. Wolseley expressed his great pleasure at the appearance of the 
men, at the strong and smart turn-out of the Battalion and especially of the Kachin 
company. He said he hoped that on his next visit to Bhamo he would have the 
pleasure of seeing a large increase of Kachins in the ranks, He finally said he 
would have great pleasure in reporting on the Battalion to His Honour the 
Lieutenant-Governor. 

Major A. E. Hatch, Inspector of Army Signalling, Bombay and Madras Com- 
mands, inspected the signallers on 25th February, and expressed himself as very 
pleased and said that he had sent a highly favourable report on the Battalion sig- 
nalling to the Quartermaster-General, Simla. 

The Battalion was also inspected in April by Colonel H. Parkin, Officiating 
Inspector-General of Police, and by Colonel Little, Inspector-General of Civil Hos- 
pitals on the 15th October. : 

142. Ruby Mines Battalion.—The Battalion was inspected by His Honour the 
Lieutenant-Governor in April. The points chiefly remarked on were the unhealthy 
appearance of the men, necessity for warm clothing being issued (this has been 
done) and the advisibility of moving the Military Police Hospital into the lines. ~ 
Plans and estimates have been submitted. 

143. Chindwin Battalion.—Was inspected by Major H. Parkin, Deputy In- 
spector-General of Military Police, on 7th and 8th August, by Mr. H. L. Eales, 
Commissioner, Sagaing Division, on 9th September, and by the Inspector-General 
of Civil Hospitals on the 5th September. 

144. Shwebo Battalion—The Headquarters was inspected by the Deputy 
Inspector-General of Military Police, onthe 3rd April, and by the Inspector-Gene- 
ral of Police on the 7th July. The detachment at Katha was inspected by the 
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Officiating Inspector-General of Police, on the 31st March and 1st April. The 

Headquarters was also inspected by the Inspector- General of Civil Hospitals on the 

grd February. The outpost at Myinmu was inspected by the Commissioner, 

o2eaing Division, and the Deputy Commissioner, Shwebo, inspected the post at 
e-u. 

145. Magwe Battalion.—The headquarters at Magwe and the detachment, at 
Pakékku and Minbu were inspected by the Deputy Inspector-General of Military 
Police, in March. The outpost at Gangaw was inspected by the Deputy Com- 
missioner, Pakékku, on the roth March. His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor 
inspected the Headquarters on the 24th July, and the detatchments at Pakékku 
and Minbu on the 21st and 23rd July respectively. 

146. Mandalay Battalton—Was inspected by the Inspector-General of 
Police on the 28th June, and by the Deputy Inspector-General of Military Police on 
the 5th September. The Maymyo post was inspected by the Deputy Inspector- 
General of Military Police, on the 19th May, and the post at Yaméthin by the In- 
spector-General of Police, on the 28th July. The Military Police depét at the 
shore was inspected by the Deputy Inspector-General of Military Police, on 24th 
May and 2oth October. 

147. Northern Shan States Battalion.—Was inspected by the Inspector- 
General of Police, on the 17th, 18th and 19th November. 

148. Rangoon Battalion.—The headquarters of the Battalion and the detach- 
ments at Thayetmyo and Prome as well as the Battalion office was inspected by the 
Deputy Inspector-General of Military Police, during the year. An officer of the 
Accounts Department also inspected the office during the year. All outposts in 
the district were inspected either by the Adjutant or Assistant Adjutant, 

149. Toungoo Battalion.—The headquarters of the Battalion were inspected 
by the Deputy Inspector-General of Military Police, in October, and the inspection 
of the districts was carried out by the Adjutant and Assistant Adjutant. 

150. Arakan Hill Tracts.—The posts in this Battalion were inspected by the 
Superintendent and Assistant Superintendent of Police. The Battalion was also 
inspected by the Officiating Deputy Inspector-General of Military Police in March.
